. Tied Up in Paris apd-.. > 
Other Cities ■ V 



PARIS, Jan.; 22;~Altliough some of 
tho rivers have reached their maxi- 
mum, the Seine continues to rise, 
causing Increased damage. Thou- 
sands of persons have been thrown 
out of employment. At Chalons and 
the neighboring villages the situation 
is critical, the water having reached 
the second floor of tho houses. 

At Chateau Landon, the undermined 
hillside became nn avalanche, and 
buried four houses. Five of tho oc- 
cupants were killed. Other cavcs-in 
aro feared. The water Is flooding tho 
lower suburbs of Paris, and a boat 
service has been organized. As it 
surges through the heart ot Paris the 
Seine is black with wrcolcage, ; and a 
score of corpses of persons long since 
dead have been dragged out. 

Tho Seine is expected to rise three 
feet by Sunday nlglU. when the worst 
probably will bo over. 

Half of the surface and subway 
transportation lines have been render- 
ed! Ino^jrative, Cellars ^long'--tho 
quays are full of water, and, tlierc^will 
be a 'heavy loss in winea and other 
warehouse goods. Immenno damage 
has been done In the suburban towns 
along the Seine, like Charonton. Bail- 
lancourt, Argentciill, Aanleres, Sevres, 
and Houdou. 

Troops nnd firemen were called out 
today, to aid In the work of rescue. 
Tho cabinet has decided to ask par- 
liament on Jlonday to appropriate 
SlOtl.OOO for tho relief of the people in 
tho afflicted districts. 

Railroad tr.a'ffic out of Paris, csiieci- 
ally to tho south and W('st, , l.s badly 
criiiplcd. Thousands of rats are es- 
caping from the aewers here, indicat- 
ing that the waters are invftdimr the 
entire labyrinth.., beneath Paris. 

Reports, fisqm.?;the;Bouth and south- 
east Indicate V the drowning of about 
30 people by the floods.' Damage to 
property must bo enormous, but no 
details have, been received, and no- 
thing like an accurate estimate can 
bo made. 

Loire Valley Flooded. 

Heavy damage has been caused by 
the Hoods in Loire and Indre valleys. 

Two bridges have boon washed 
away, railway traffic is demoralized, 
and many tanneries have been aban- 
doned. Some cities in tiieae districts 
aro without light, and street car ser- 
vice Is crippled. ',

Hero In this prov- 
ince the country Is so largo and so 
divided by tiio mountain ranges that 
smaller demonstration farms and sev- 
eral of them would answer tho pur- 
pose better. Bucli farms placed In 
charge of experienced agrioulturlats 
would show what crop.s tliis country 
Is bf.st capable of growing. An Ini- 
nionijo amount of u.HOfui Inforniatior. 
for tho settlers would be .■securod, in- 
formation wlileh the settler unless by 
pcr.'ional experiment would be in no 
position to secure. The provincial 
government would thus bo in direct 
touch with iiiformfitiou at once llio 
most rcllublt!, and of the utmost valiio 
to tho settler whose way In a now 
land would bo made incomparably 
easier than without such information. 
Such a method would not, ]Mr. Bell be-

In tho western states tho small dem- 
onstration farm has rocclvod tho high- 
est praise frbm tbo heads of tho lead- 
ing agrlculturarjitibfleges. .:, In 'British 
Columbia, as' Vsettlement ' progressed 
and the country became more culti- 
vated, 'attention' could be directed to 
the mbre' scientiflc and technlctil side 
of agriculture but In the meantime tho 
small demonstration farm will answer 
the purpose admirably, _ 

Mr. Bell referred to the large num- 
ber of unemployed In Britain, men not 
unwilling to work, but men who can 
get no work. In 190S It was estimated 
that there wore some 800,000 unem- 
ployed, who were being aided ijy tho 
unions. These men were willing lo 
work, iinxious for work, but none was 
forthcoming. They would make the 
very best of settlers but the great 
problem of how tlioy are to be placed 
upon tho land in a new country lia.s 
to bo met. i\lr. Bell believes that somo 
sebeino can bo ariiirtTed whereby these 
settlers could bo brouglit out hero, 
placed on tho land, and assisted eome- 
Aiiat, arrangements being made (o 
have tlie money advanced returned In 
a term of years. As an Investment it 
would prove the best thihir . for tho 
province that could be done;,' 

Of -his trip north, Mr. Bell waa en- 
thusiastic. The G. T. P. line will run 
through a fine territory which Is ca- 
pable of great development. The line 
Is now contsructed for 100 miles east- 
erly from Prince Rupert and before 
the snow flies will be hauling in set- 
tlers and their effects lo tho fertile 
valleys tapped by the railroad.

Among the great i-^nglislimen who 
oppose woman .suffrage Is Lord Cro- 
mer. In a letter to the London Morn- 
ing Post, this great statesman sho-\vs 
that if the women of Greiit fh-itain 
were allowed to vote on the same 
terms as men, they would hold the 
power of ruling the country. 'I'here 
ire in the United Kingdom seven and 
a I ulf million voters. It women were 
admitted, this number would be in- 
creased to twenty million.s. Lord 
Cromer does not tlilnk that It would 
l)e well for Great Ilrltain if this groat 
body of Inexijcrleuei'd electors had the 
|)owor to direct tl;e foreign policy of 
the country and to control its revenue, 
ilo forsees that they would demand 
sciits in I'arllament and become mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, 

Tho argument that where women 
have votes the e.xiierlrnent has jiroved 
successful, Is not one to which Lord 
Cromer attaches nuieh weight. lie 
says that in the Lulled States there 
Is little diaposilioii to follow the' ex- 
ample of the four states in which wo- 
man suffrage prevails. In tlie colonies 
of New Zealand and Australia there 
have been no important social tin<!s- 
tlons to determine and no Imperial 
problems to solve. Like a great many 
men, this opiioneiit of votes for wo- 
men will not admit that men have not 
In legislation had the interests of wo- 
men at heart. 

Lord C'romor lia.s had a long and 
wide experience in government and 
Ilia opinions cannot Im; lightly treated, 
lli.s words will have weight with 
ma.'i.x- of Ills- coutry wo'men. Coming 
to them nt thlK '. time they will help 
them to- realize ^.■whnt a very grave 
nuatter the Kovernment.of a country 
really Is and how much need there is 
that ihose In whose hands It Is iilaced 
shoidd bo wise, imsolllsh and patriotic. 

if Lord Cromer's letter will help to 
make both men and women realize 
that those who elect the rulers of any 
country undertake n weighty reepon- 
slbllity, he will hqye done the Umpire 
a great sei-\dce. ' 



In the meantime the c.X))erlment is 
being tried In Xorway under tho mo.st 
favorable circumstancos. In their 
agitation for tho franchise the wo- 
men of X^orwa.v h.-id the support of 
their meiiklnd. It is twcnty-ilvo years 
sincit Miss GIna Krog began to agitate 
for Ihe suffra^''. !She was an able 
woman, well educ.-ited and with much 
cinlet strenglh. In 11)01 the llrst fruits 
of the agitation, which had been cur- 
ried on through the press and on the 
platform, and, more than this, In the 
Homes and In soci.-il meetings, was 
reajied and women gahied tlie inuni- 
ellKil franchise. Xot only that but 
Christiana admitted a woman to take 
her place among. . the city fathers, 
'J'hree years ago the Stortliing, lli-j 
Norwegian parliament, granted wo- 
men the iiolltieal franchise. As be- 
fore, the right to take their jilaco in 
tin; council halKs was granted Mlth 
that of electing representatives. 
Ch'istiana sent a -nO'. 1 or to parlia- 
.•nent. In a come a in n.'iich the So- 
cialists and Ijemocrats united against 
Liberals and < 'onservailves, tin- latter 
party won and .Miss Hcogstad was 
one of the candidates. 

Oiilv tho women who pay tixes in 
Xorway can vote whether in municipal 
or political elections, while the men 
have universal snllragiy This is, of 
ecejrso, lookcil upon as nil lnjustic<- 
by some of the women, Ihough there 
I.s a. strong feeling among others that, 
for the i-resent, enough has been 
sained. Many of the great writers of 
X'orway, .-iiiiong whom are Ibsen and

I CA.n olaborato jilan of dcsvolopnipnt 
fend beautlflcntlon for Beacon Hill 
parlc and the Dallas road )3 propoaed 
■'xiy Alderman W. H. Lansloy. 

The accompanying sketch gives an 
Idea of the proposal. In discussing- it, 
Mr. Langley said: 

"Along the very face and forefront 
' tot thla city of Victoria runs one of tho 
most beautifully situated drives in 
1 the world. I refer to the Dallas road, 
\ and more particularly that portion of 
I It lying betwGon the outer wharf on 
I ■'tho ■west and Beacon Hill park on the 
} iEast. Nowhere on this coast, at least, 
I •ven Including California, Is there a 
I drive that possesses the same nd- 
I vantages of ecenlc beauty and general 
i«urTOundlnga.,/. In ; ajjy other, city the 
5>p(z« of Viotor.ia,'4hl8 road-'would long 
fego have been made' Into ar splendid 
proroenade, a sort of parade, such as 
I one sees in the seaside cities in dif- 
ferent countries the world over. Even 
' In Its present state, which I submit Is 
jfiothlns: else but disgraceful, it Is fre- 
. quented at all times of the year by 
■ Igreat numbers of people, including 



our own citizens, and thousands of the 
strangers within our galea. Moreover, 
this self •same ; road,'' >'UtinIng as it 
does along the •ve'fs' front or outer 
ramparts, so to speak, of our- city, is 
by day or by night the first feature 
that presents itself to evqry visitor to 
those shores, It is unnecessary for 
mo to dwell at any length upon the 
l)rescnt condition of this road. Most 
of the citizens are familiar with It, 
and know that Ita very existence Is 
imperilled by tha inroiidH which the 
sea has made, and is now making, up- 
on it. The concrete wall along Its 
front may serve to protect the b;\so of 
the cliff, but it Is worse than useless 
as regards the action, o^., the waves 
upon the road-wwil-'abovo. At high 
water, with a fresh southwester blow- 
ins:, the waves dash against the wall, 
and throw the spray over on to the 
soli above, washing it down into the 
sen, in fact, forming quite an effective 
hydraullcing process. This is exactly 
what has luippened to the cliff at the 
cemetery. Anyone who has watched 



this i)roccs3 in operation will, I thinlj, 
substantlulo this statement. 

"Xow, I am perfectly well aware 
tliat then^ are many matters of great 
lmpo>-t!uic<' to the city to be dealt 
with by the council this year, amongst 
them being (lue.stlons of necessity or 
utllltv to the cily, such as the water 
supjily, streets, etc., and that critics 
of this i)nrtlcular idea may 
say that It should porliaps 
be classed amongst the "frlUa," 
and- that ' we should take up the use- 
ful works first. - To them I would an- 
swer that whilst a portion of .this 
work, and a comparatively small por- 
tion at that, -would be ornamental, 
and come within the class mentioned, 
the greater part ot it, besides being 
ornamental, Is a work of necessity to 
protect the road from the ever- 
increasing ravages of the sea, and 
that any garment whicli Is nece.ssary 
for protection against the element.^ is 
an essential part of ono'.s raiiix-nt, 
and as such cannot be called a "frill.' 

"The proposal as outlined in this 



article is simply a tentative one, and 
may have to be altered and moillflod, 
in many particulars. 

The General Idea 

"The general idea Ls as J'olliiws; 
■ "l. l-'or llu^ lUH-OK.sary iirnteetlun of 
the foreshore, lliere kIiouUI ln' a Kiili- 
.•itantlal stone, jirct'orably granite, ma- 
sonry wall built In the niost approved 
fashion for works of a .similar char- 
acter, and that groin.s sliouUl he run 
out seawards in tlie manner adopli-d 
in most seaside places to break the 
force of the waves, and. -to help to 
accumulate the shingle and sand. 

•'2. That along the top of this Wall 
should run a parapet. 

•-a. Tht Inside this parapet ihere 
should be a cement or granolithic 
sidewalk twelve foot in wiiith, and 
this sidewalk should extend from the 
Outer "Wharf to ]3eacon Hill park, and 
along it.s whole lenf;th should bu 
placed at intervals permanent ornu- 
menlai seats. 

"4, Tiiat tlio road itself should -be 



ti-c'.-iii-d with asiihaltum or macadam- 
ized and oiled, like, the roads In Cali- 
fornia. ■ - 

"5. On the City side of tblSffqad 
tiiero sliould also be a twelve-foot 
.sidew.-Uk, runninir the same length as 
the oth.-r. 

"6. That from end to end there 
should .bo placed at intervals lights on 
ornamerital. posts, of a ^suitable pat- 
tern.' These lights :;should be of the 
cluster variety, but'f lf,/ too : expensive, 
might well compripe,-,', large/. globes, 
similar to those on the Causeway., 

•'7. Tliat the portions of tho Park 
on the south or sea aide of tlio road 
sliouUl be laid out in gardens, or 
Koinething of that sort, with plenty of 
seats, iind a band stand. 

"Till' accompanying sketch plan 
ju-epared by the acting city engineer, 
will give the public a general idea of 
the scheme. The plan in keeping witli 
this article is of a ihcre or less tenta- 
tive nature and is subject perhaps to 
c-onsfderablc. oltoratlons In the mutter 
of detail. It Is intended however to

cent asset of theirs. _ ' 
'■■■[• The" Cost' : 

"Now as to the cost of tho under- 
taking. Aa to tills I am not at pres- 
ent in a position to give any figures, 
/rho largest item would ot course be 
the sea wall. .1 do not think that it 
l.s unreasonable to siippoae that tlie 
provincial goveninieni it' properly ap- 
jiroached would .'lubstanlially con- 
tribute towards tho cost of this par- 
ticular portion of the work, if this 
cannot be arranged the wiiolo cost 
would probably fall'on tilc city and in 
my opinion would be an entirely justi- 
fiable Investment. 

"The city would also pay for the 12- 
foot sidewalk (Uid that port of llio 
undertaking lying to the .south or aca 
side of tlie centre line of the road, 
fl'he rest i. e. the other half of the 
road and the sidewalks would bo .done 
on tho local improvement plan. How- 



ever this Is another matter of detail 

ana win- nava to no tnrosnoa out nna 
arranged to the best advantage of tho 
ratepayers in general. 

"In dealin!j now with this particular 
portion -of the Dallas road I am ^.not 
forgetting that other lengths of^'Jlt,'- 
including that along, tho cliff at Ross 
bay, will need, and; must receive "nt.- 
tention before very iojiig. That sec- 
tion of tho city, however, is not nearly 
as populous or cohspicuous as- the 
subject of this article, and let us get 
one work (of this character) done at 
a time. 

"In conclusion it is scarcely neces^ 
sary for mo to say that whilst this 
iindcrtakiiig will undoubtedly Increase 
the value of property in its immediate 
neighboviiuod. Its overwhelming ad- 
vantnges as far as tho general wel- 
fare of the city is concerned, take it 
finite without the pale of parochial 
politics if such a'term' niay be applied 
to a work- oonflnod to any particxilaf

A 
couple, of weeks ago when, the; officials 
were 'endeavoring to- collect a' tax of 
one cash on each cup of tea sold In the 
local tea-shops, a serious fracas took 
place in whicli aeveral of the people 
and soldiers were wounded and one of 
the latter mortally. Tho officials con- 
sidered thi.s tron_ble of a local nature 
and wore not a;.Trnied, until the news 
came that aeveral thousands of .secret 
.society men, reformers and robbers, the 
latter of whom collected in the hope 
of .spoil, had liQiBted a. banner and sur- 
roiinded the 'city, of "^elyuanhslen. The 
magistrate, being a timid Manohu, lied 
for his life; tind the ' insurrectionists 
,?aii)lng courage ..from ; this,'; marched to 
a neighboring salt well,' attacked tho 
.salt official's yamen, stole all his silver 
and carried oft ills wifo and him as 
hoatages. The officials nt Tzellutsing 
became seriously alarmed, as it is a 
place of considerable wealtli, being the 
scat of the famous sail wells, and It 
would surely prove a bait for the rabble 
who had joined the 'rebellion' In search 
of spoil. As usual in China when an 
emergency tako.s place, no troojis wore 
available, and In. response to frantic pe- 
tJtlpii^ito.J'eklnB'and Chengtu an army 
of ■200.. Men. arrived to protect Tzeiiut- 
B}ng with its'. 300,000 Inhabitants. Tiie 
local officials ,:call«ai.uppi) leach family 
to provide one male td Jeln a primitive 
volunteer corps and they massed today, 
ai-med with prongs, knives and blud- 
geons. A missionary .school has been 
atlackod and destroyed a short distance 
rroin Tzolluting, but no forel^'ni-rH have 
as yet been inolested. The gentry are 
much excited and many are fleeing the 
dl»trlct.'^.^;

For a member of thu Government party

of the IIou.se in paying tribute to Jlr. 
i^beri.s' fairnCHH. as well as his marked 
ability as a prosiding officer. Mr.

Tliere will be general and genuine rejoicing 
among historians and the booklovers of Can- 
ada over the good news contained ni a letter 
recently received by the Provincial Librarian, 
Mr. E. O. S. Scholeficld, from his colleague, 
■Mr. Avern Pardoe, Librarian of the sister prov- 
ince of Ontario, to the effect that the maps 
and journals of the pioneer explorer David 
Thompson, were not after all destroyed, as had 
been previously announced, in the late fire 
which worked so much other loss and damage 
in the Parliament buildings at Toronto. .'Hap- 
pily the Thompson journals .chatjced to be' at 
the time of the fire in the Grown Surveys 
vaults, to which their preservation must be 
attributed; and tlierc still remains opportunity 
for British Columbia to secure transcripts of 
the very consideral)ic i)orlions of the Thomp- 
son journals Avhicli deal particularly with the 
explorer's penetration into what are now the 
Kootenay and,CariboD districts of British Co- 
lumiDia"^ ■ That such transcripts must be re- 
regarded as nccessar}' as well as exceedingly 
valuable acquisitions to the library of this 
Province will be readily conceded when it is 
remembered that David Tiiomppon, one of the 
best observers as well as one of tiie most, in- 
trepid explorers of his time, kept most volum- 
inous journals with the greatest care, and en- 
joys the honor of havinig been .the dispoverer 
of the upper Colunfibia *apd of 'tHHv Kootenay, 
although not, according to the 'pppulair: mis- 
conception, discoverer of the Thornpsp'n river, 
which bears his name. • '"T 

The manuscript collection ih the' Ontario 
provincial library includes Thompson's diaries 
and the original map made by him in 1813, 
emboding the results of his explorations and 
discoveries from 1793 to that date, together 
with the results of researches by his contem- 
poraries and his few ])rcdcccssors in penetra- 
tion of the mysteries of the new western world. 
This, map is unquestionably ,one of the most 
fascinating works of the earliest Canadian 
geographers, and is doubly interesting. to Bri- 
tish Columbians as it is the first'iiiap made 
of the eastern interior of the Province, in which 
the Fraser, tlie Columbia and tlic Thompson 
have their rise, and contains not unnaturally 
many minor errors which subsequent explorers 
and geographers have set right. Even the title, 
appearing in one corner of the map in quaint 
old English script, is eloquent of the spirit of 



pioneering enterprise, adventure, zeal in con- 
quest of the wilderness. It reads as hereunder:

David Thompson, during the eventful 
period from 1792 to 18.12, which he spent in 
surveys of the western. Canadian. prairies,- the 
Rockies and the land of the'-'Gi'eat Bear and 
Great Slave lakes, was in the .service of the 
North West Company, contemporaneous of 
the Hudson's Bay Company in Western Can- 
ada. His map, an interesting section of which 
is reproduced herewith, was based largely up- 
on his own observations and surveys, and was 
the vcr3^ first delineation of the country now 
forming Alberta, Saskatchewan and -; Eastern 
British Columbia. 

The Kootenay, when discovered by Davitl 
Thompson in 1808, was named by him Mc- 
Gillivjray's River in honor of' h^s4riend Dunca^v 
McGilHvray. It is, also soraetimes referred to 



as Flat Bow River n the Thompson journals. 
The names on Tho ipson's maps' and;' .In. his 
journals, supplied t> rivers, lakes and trading 
posts west of the litcky mountains, are in fact 
almost uniformly diferent from those now in 
use, so much so tha it is difficult to follow 
Thompson's course ;o the sea without a key to 
his place-names. A. Dr. Clowes has compiled 
a list of the more inpoftaht of these names, 
r-with their. modenv^.e^^ it may be of 

■ convenience to" reproduce it here as a means of 
helping the reader tt trace Thompson through 
the topographical laiyrihth 61 southern British 
Columbia and the ountry south of the Inter- 
national boundary.

journals, portions of which he has edited and 
published. In the chapter devoted to Thomp-. 
son 111 Mr. Burpee's work, it is noted that three 
names must ever stand first 111 the annals of 
exploration in Western Canada: Le Vereii- 
drye, Mackenzie and Thompson! Of these 
three only one, Alexander Mackenzie, has re- 
ceived the.meed that is his due. Parkman, it is 
trtie, did something toward awakening public 
interest in the splendid achievements of ,, La ^ 
Verendrye and his sons; and Dr. Elliott Gbties 
made an equally praiseworthy effort to secure 
recognition lor David Thompson, but the fact 
remains that botii La Verendrye and Thomp- 
son are today, as in the past, little more than 
names to the great majority of readers. 

Tjlis.is, no doubt due to -a large. extent to the 
fact (hat their original journals have never yet 
appeared in print, except in very fragmentary 
form; while Mackenzie's narrative was pub- 
lished during his lifetime and gained immedi- 
ate recognition. The journals of the La Veren- 
dryes may be published before long; but it is 
to be feared that, unless the Canadian Govern- 
ment can be induced to shoulder the responsi- 
bility, there is small chanc:ei;;;of .T^^^^ 
journals seeing the light, their' very Voliiim 
ousness making the project too expeiisive for 
any private publisher. In their original form 
they fill forty volumes of manuscripts, and 
cover tile amazing period of sixty-six years, 
from 1784 to 1850. ' 

Yet it reflects slight credit on Canada and 
Canadians that the names of these men, repre- 
senting all that is best in the two races, should 
have lieeii allowed to sink into oblivion while 
men of infinitely less worth haye been honored 
both during their lifetimes and afterwards. 
The people of 'the United States, it must be 
confessed, show a finer appreciation of th,e 
value of original discoveries. They delight in 
honoring the memories of the heroic pathfind- 
ers of their counlry; and it is sufficientl}' hu- 
miliating that such slight recognition as Can- 
adian explorers have had in their own country 
is largely due to the interest and enthusiasm of 
American historians. 

The longest and most important portion of 
JJavid Thompson's life in western America 
;X^as e;mplp)red;^in :tli^, s^'vr^^ 
Compiany.'^^-H Portage on 

July 22nd, 1797, and lost no time in putting 
f himself in' communication with, the Canadian 



traders, having met three of the partners of the 
North West Company and talked matters over 
with them on his way down. They naturally 
were glad to have the services of such a man 
as Thompson. More far-sighted than their'ri- 
vals, they recognized the value and importance 
of exploration, even from a purely corrimercial 
point of view ; and as a matter of fact Thomp- 
son seems to have appeared upon the scene 
just when his services were most needed. 

"The Company desired," says Mr. Charles 
Lindsey, who made a special study of the sub- 
ject in connection with his Investigation of the 
Unsettled Boundaries of Ontario, "to learn the 
position of their trading.houses with respect tov 
one another and also to the forty-ninth parallel 
of latitude, because, since the Treaty -.of i,vi792, 
the boundary line between Canada, and ' the 
United States, from the northwest corner of 
the Lake of the Woods to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, in lieu of the line from the former point 
of the head of the Mississippi, as designated by 
the Treaty of 1783. The source of the Missis- 
sippi was then only known to the Indians and 
a few fur traders, and was supposed to be far- 
ther north than tlie Lake of the Woods. Mr. 
Thompson was instructed to survey the 49th 
parallel of latitude, to go as far as the Mis- 
souri river, to visit the ancient villages of the 
agricultural natives who dwelt there, to en- 
quire for the fossils of large animals, and to 
search for any monuments that might throw 
light on the ancient sta.te of ■the countm he 
travelled over and exarniried/KHe*rec^^ or- 
ders on all the agents and traiding pbists of the 
Company for men arid whatever else he might 
recpiire. 

The following years were devoted to ardu- 
ous and continuous work in the field from the 
49th parallel north through all the great 
prairie country, and the last year of the 
eighteenth century found him back . with his 
fourteen-year-old bride at Fort George on the 
Saska.tchew^^h,, where he remained until March 
of '1866/' 'The st^^ summer Thompson 

spent on the north Saskatchewan, and on the 
5th of October left Rocky Mountain House for 
what he calls his "Journey to the Kootenaes 
Rocky Mt. 1800." He took with him five 
French Canadians and a couple of Indian 
guides, all on horseback. The route lay :ia a.' 
southeasterly direction, across the Clearwater 
and several tributaries of the Red Deer, until 
the party struck the \ Red peer itself, which 
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they ascended to the mouth of Williams 
Creek in hititude 51. 41: 41, longitude 114. 56: 
40. Here Thompson encamped, and the fol- 
lowing, day- rode west about 22 miles to the 
foot of tlip m^mii^ju^^ 
the, Kooteriays" wiffia"m^ 
\He accompanied the Indians to their camp and 
' prevailed on some of them to come back with 
him to Rocky Mountain House. From this 
time until June, 1806, Thompson was busily 
engaged in exploring and travelling about the 
country between the Saskatchewan and (lie 
Churchill, mapping out new routes, establish- 
ing new posts, cairrying'iforward his iineteordr; 
logical journals, and fulfilling his commercial 
duties as a fur trader. In July of that year he 
arrived at Rocky IMountain House, then in 
charge of Jules Ouesncl, who two years later 
accompanied Simon Frascr on his perilous 
joirrnc\' down the I'Vaser river to the sea. 
Tlionipson spent the winter trading with tiic 
Indians and making preparations for a lon;.- 
]ilanncd journey through the • mount.iiii.s — a 
journe)'- that was to bring h.im to the most Im- 
portant period of his life as an explorer. Dur- 
ing the ensuing five years he was continuously 
nn the western side nl the Rock-ies, tiireadmg 
his wa)' through the tangled wilderness of tiic 
l^acific slope, lie is much more diflicnlt to 
follow on iliis .side of the Rocky .Mountains 
than on the eastern side. It is true one still 
ha§rithe,. bet^efit of - his, careful surveys , and as- 
trohoinical' observatioiVsi 'bu^ he was then "trii- 
versing entirely new ground and um'avelling 
the most intricate waterway system on the 
continent. The student is fm-ther iiuzzled by 
the fact that while many of the geographical 
names found in Thoin])son"s journals anil on 
his liiap arc also found on modern maps, they 
are applied to entirely different streams and 
,lake§i \yhne Qthers of his names are entirely 
dfesolcte. ' ' 

On the loth of May, 180". Thompson left 
Rocky Mountain 1 louse on horseback, follow- 
ing the north bank of the vSaskatchewan, while 
his assistant, Mr. Finan McDonald, brouglit 
the provisions up the river in a canoe. On 
June 3rd they reached Kootenay Plaiiii^'% >vicle 
op,pn flat on the north side of the; riyer;Wtthih 
the mountains," which Thompson placed; in 
latitude 52. 02: 06. On June 6th they reached 
the Forks, and turned up the south -lirWch, 
which they ascended for three miles. Naviga- 
tion then became impossible for the canoe. 
Thompson remained here until the 22nd, mak- 
ing preparations for his journey across the 
mountains. Provisions and er|uipment were 
packed on the horses, and the ])arty set out for 
the summit, which they reached at one b^clock 
the same day. Thompson fouiid the point at 
which he reached the height of land to be in 
lat. 51. 48: 27. One gets an idea of the magni- 
tude of the rivers that drain this great western 
country when il is remembered that to within 
a few miles of the point where Thonii)son now 
stood in the heart of the Rocky Mountains,^ lie 
had follovv-ed one and the same river, the vSas- 
katchewan, for a distance of .1 ipp jpilcs. The 
country he is now entering isj radically diffcr- 
.cnt from the one he leaves behind, and the riv- 
ers of course correspond. The quiet, easy-go- 
ing, navigable rivers of the plains give place to 
the turlnilent and treacherous streams of the 
i'acific slope. F,xpl(n-er or trader who navi- 
gates these wild waters must have ins wits 
about him if he wouhl come safely through. 

A few miles south nf the summit, /Thomp- 
son reached the ujjper waters of the^.'small 
tributary 6f the Coliimlaia now Icnowtj, as .;Blae- 
bcrry RiyeVj ''whose current," he notcS- iii his 
journal, /^descends to the f^acific ocean"; and 
he piously exclaims. "May Cod in Mis mercy 
give me to see where its waters flow into tiie 
ocean, and to return in safet_\'I" lie canrped 
near the summit on the 23r(l. waiting for Finan 
McDonalil and the rest of his jrart}-, who ar- 
rived the following day. lie then descended 
Blaeberry River tp tlie main stream, this por- 
ti9n of which he named the Kootanae. Dun- 
can, McGillivray had reached the Dlaeberry in 
1800, but had gone no further. Thomi^son 
v/as the fii'st wliite man to stand upon the 
banks of the L"|)per Columbia. He reached the 
river on June 30 and fixed his positinn ;is in 
latitude 51.5-': i .1, ■ long! tude 116.52: -13. Here 
he camped for twelve days building canoes. 
On the I2th of July he packed everything into 
these and paddled up stream to a lake which 
he called Kootanae. now Wildermere Lake. 
Here, or rather about a mile beh.)W the north- 
ern end of the lake, he unloaded his canoes 
and built a f'irt — f^irt Kootanae. or to adopt 
rhe modern spelling, Koolenay — (in the west 
side of the Colunibia, in latitude 50.32: 15, 
longitude 115.51: .[o. \-ariation 24) j east. Mr. 
Tyrrell states that there is now u village of 
Shuswap Indians o[3positc,^where this old fort 
stood. .At this t'ort Thompson spent the. win- 
ter, trading with the Indians, anrl taking me- 
teorological and astronomical observations. 

In Ai")ril, nSoX. he continued liis exjilura- 
tion tov.'arii the south, and finally reached tlie 
soin'ce of the Cohnnbia in I j'per Colnml)i;i 
Lake. This notable achievement was but an 
incident. to Thompson. From the head of the 
lake he could see the waters of another great 
river flowing turbulently to the south, and he 
macle up his mind' to follow it. The canoes 
were carried over the intervening flat terrace 
to the banks of McGillivray's — now the Koote- 
nay — River. This jxu-t.-ige, which 'i'hom]ison 
;ilso named ;ilier his friend .M cCillivray, is 
marked on his map as two miles; Dr. (■. .M. 
Davvson says about a mile ami a half. A canal 
now connects the two great rivers at this point. 
Thompson descended the Kootenay, passing 
the mouth of St. Mary's River a littfe below 
the present Fort Steele, on the 24th .April, and 
the mouth of the Tobacco River three days 
later. Continuing down stream, he followed 
the river around the great bend, portaging 
past Ivootenay Falls on Aiay (), and on liie 8tii 
reached a camp of Flathcads and Kootenays, 
where he remained a few days, vSetting out 
again on the 13th, he passed the mouth ofyft 
river which he named for Finan McIDonalclV 
now MoyiclRiyer, Ja^ day entered 

Kootcnay-liliakevlf'Relurn^ to the river to 
the Indian camp, he ascen'dcd the bank of 



Moyie River on horseback, following approx- 
imately the present railway line from Kahk 
to Cranbrook, and rejoining the Kootenay 
about the mouth of St. Mary's River, on May 
18. He crossed the Kootenay and as,cended its 
right bank; to the portage, whence he reached 
the fort on the 5th June. Packing, the winter 
crop of furs he dropped down the Columbia 
to Blaeberry River and crossed the mountains, 
reaching Rocky IMountain House on the 24th 
of the same month. ,11 c descended the Saskat- 
chewan to Cumberland House, where he ar- 
rived on July 9, and reached Rainy Lake 
House on the 2nd August.' , 
'• ' "On" the 27tli October. he' was foiin'd again 
crossing the mountains by the same pass. He 
killed two buffalo at the height of land, and 
saw a herd of cows some distance down the 
western slope — one of the \'ery rare recorded 
instances of buffalo being found on the Pa- 
cific side . of tHe. mountains. He Vr.eached-?^]^^^^^ 
Columbia on thelast clay of the montif;'' As 'oii 
his previous journey, he crossed the mountains 
with horses. These he now sent flirough the 
woods, while he asceiuled the Colund)ia in a 
boat to a point near the mouth of the Spilimi- 
cheen l-iiver. I'rom there he sent Mr. l^inan 
McDonald on to establish a post at Kootenay 
Falls, while he went on horseback to Kootenay 
Fprtj. where he Avintered. 

th April, 1809, he once more crossed the 
mountains, with forty packs of furs. At the 
Kootenay I 'lain he built a canoe and piddled 
down the Saslcitchewan to l'\.M-t Augustus, 
where he was on June 24, vSeiuling his furs 
down the river, he himself returned to the 
mountains, meeting ]\lr. iJowse of the North- 
west Compain^ west of Kooetnay Plains, Mr. 
Howse, after whqin he had na.med Saskatche- 
wan 'Pass, -vyjis on' His way back' to Fort Augus- 
tuis, from ah exploring trip to the mountains. 
Thbmps'oh reached the Columbia on August 
13, and ascending it from jNIcGillivray's Por- 
tage, entered the Kootenay on the 20th, and 
nine days later was at tb.e place Avhere he met 
the I'datlieads in JcSoS. 1 lere he remained un- 
til September 6, when he set out on horseback 
for.the spiithward,, crossing the Cabinet range 
by the Indian road, to Kullyspell Lake ( Fend 
d'Oreille), on a peninsula on the cast side of 
which he built a fort, Kullyspell House, lati- 
tude 4S.12: 14. On the 27lh September he left 
the new fort on an exploring trip around the 
southern side of the lake, to where the Saleesh 
River, or I'end d'Orielle, leaves the lake. This 
river has its source about latitude 49.25, N., 
longitude 1.14.50 ;W,, and flowfl thence to the 
Flathearf through the very heart of tite -j^bclcy 
Mountains across the international boiindary 
to Flathead Lake, thence south and west to 
its junction with the Missoula, latitude; 4^.18, 
longitude ir.)..|5. Thence at Clark's Fork it 
flows northwest to Lake Pend d'Oreille, and 
from Lake Pend d'Oreille west, north and 
west to its junction with the Columbia, in lati- 
tude 49 N., longitude, -J i7j35';Wt'K'v, ' 

Fxjjloring this f6r : scihie cfistanc'e, " iii ' fact 
well into what is now the state of AVashing- 
ton. he returned to the fort on October 6fh. 
Clark's Fork falls into the Columbia at latitude 
49 — i- <-'•• f-»n the international boundary, 
h'ive days later he set out on horseback in the 
opposite direction, following the Pend d'Ore- 
ille from where it enters the lake in a south- 
easterly dirccton j'then, leaving the river, rode 
northeast and northwest, until on the 21st he 
reached the Kootenay at ;what is called; or 
about the site of the present town. of Jenfiings. 
Here obtaining canoes, he descended the river 
past Kootenay Falls to the Great Road of the 
Flathcads, where he left the river and journ- 
eye(l o\ erland to Kullyspell House, ■wliich' he • 
reached on October 29. .. ' ' 

Early in November he again descended the 
Pend d'Oreille, and built Saleesh House, in 
latitude .17.34: 35, longitude I15.22: 51, near 
the mouth of the ])resent Ashley Creek, in 
Montana. Jle wintered here, or rather made 
hi-; head(|uarters, from which he explored the 
surrounding country, on one of his trips de- 
scending Clark's F'ork to the junction u\ 
head Jviver with the .Missoula, returning in 
April, 1810, to Kullyspell House, Once more 
he started north by the Kootenay and Colum- 
bia, and made Ifowse Pass on June 18. He de- 
srended the Saskatchewan, passing the ruins 
of J-'ort ,'\ugustus, which had been destroyed 
I)}- the f.Uackfeet since he had Last seen it, and 
met .\lexai,der Henry at White Mud J,!rook 
lloiise, oil White ivirtli River. Jle reached 
Cinnberland House on July .|, and on the 22nd 
was at l\ain_\- Pake-. 

Returning to the Far West, Thompson 
reached Alexander Henry's new cstal)lishment 
on White Earth River on September 6; on the 
15th he was at old 'White Earth House, and 
Irom there went down the Saskatchewan to 
I'.oggy ll;ill. between lirazean River and Wolf 
Creek, or rather the site of Moggv Hall, for the 
post had been abinidoned in liie fall of 180S. 
.\'ear here Henry fouiul him on October [5, en- 
camped on the top of a hill 300 feet above the 
river, in a grove of pines so tliicklv set to- 
gether thai he could not see the tent until with- 
in ten yards of it. Some of Thompson's canoes 
had been stopped and turned back by the Pie- 
gans, w ho were' self-constituted guardians of 
Howse P.'iss, and as a result Thompson had de- 
cided to find a new way through the niountains 
farther north, b)- way of the .Afliabasca River. 
A part\' of "free men" (ih;it is traders w(U-k- 
ing on their o-wn account) and .Viinssing In- 
dians had jjenetrated the Rocky Alountains by 
way of the Athabasca Pass. a few years before, 
but for all scientific as well as practical' 'pur- 
poses, the expcditioh upon which Thompson 
was just setting out Was the real discovery of 
.Athabasca Pass. 

Thompson set some of his men up the Sas- 
kalcliewan for liorses, and on October 29 left 
P'O.^T '■'■^11 ft>i' the north. This journey was 
to test his courage, endurance and leadership 
to the utmost. From start to finish it was a 
desperate fight against almost overwhelming 
;,od.cls.-r:-.Starvation dogged his footsteps contiu-. 
'ua1ly; 'iiibre than once the party were in dan- 
ger of being frozen to death; forinidal)le ob- 
stacles presented themselves at every turn ; and 
nothing but the masterful spirit of their leader 



kept the men from mutiny. The firs, week in 
November brought him to Fcmbina liver, and 
on the 7th two of his men arrived a Plenry's 
store for provisions. They reported that 

/ 'Thompson ■ -vvas . cutting, siliis;;,.; way jcld 
through a^^wretched^ ahicWly •'wbbdol cbiititfy,; 
'over mouiit'ains and gloomy muskegl, and that 
the party were at the point, of star\iition, ani- 
mals being very scarce in thit cpiartjr. On the 
ist of December, however, Thomps.Mi reached 
Athabasca, and ascended it to a point in lati- 
tude 53.23: 37, mean longtudc 1*1-17.44: 15, 
where he built a hut for liis ^oods,'|and a meat 
shed. Unfortuna.teLy,vhoweve^jt!i^i^;;^^ 
ing to put into the;;shi2(i.^^:^^I^^ 
about exhaiisted;;a'nd i could' be ob- 

tainecl he dared •:ribt atteinptthe Pass. Some 
of his men were sent hunting others in search 
of l)ircii to make sledges axl snowshoes for 
the journey; while still amthcr party went 

I ;oyerland to Rocky Mountat House:r;bn.>,,the 
Saskatchewan, for j)rovisionsdogs and horses, 
of all of wliich they were enirely destitute,, ■ 
"It is seventeen days," sj-s Henry, "since' 
they left Mr. Thompson on ^Miabasca River at 
the foot of the mountains. G their way here 
they ate an old horse and fiv dogs, but have 
been some time without food and were-worn 
out with fatigue and hungcr.'i 

Henry gave them what pr|i';isibns he could 
spare, but iie .hiriisdf was 1 sore pnough 
straits, havingSno 'jpiofe men in store than, 
would ahsw*cr''fbr eight days'rations, and'.of 
other provisions not a mouthfl. 

"Our hunters are lazy," he ay^, "and when 
we sh;ill see an Indian to brint a sujjply, God 
Icnows." 

Meanwhile Thompson was hiving a des]:)cr- 
ate time on the Athabasca. Irovisions were 
scarce; the thermometer rangeafrom 30 to 36 
below zero; the men were reacy to desert at 
any moment. iVotwithstandingvon the a9th of 
Decenilier he started out from his camp, de- 
termined to force his way throui^h the n>j,.n- 
tains to the Columbia, at an}' cos:, Piavis'/-)ns 
and supplies were loaded on sleds, drawn .some 
by one, some by two dogs, according to .'1. < 
load ; beside these, 208: lbs. of ^emmican ami 
other provisions were loaded on four horses. 
So the party set out, making its way slpwly 
u() the frozen bed of the Athabasca to\va*j[ 
the Pass. On tlie first of the New Year, 181 r, 
the thermometer registered 24 be'iow zero, and 
the travelling was so ba(l that the dogs couhl 
not move the sleds. Some of the provisions 
\yere .accordingly cached, and the loads rc- 
dvic,e.4; |y^one- mircl;i''ai,hd: oii they went, spurred 
to.\their^.utmost by thb untiring Thompson, to 
whom difficulties and>dinger^j??.>yc 
centives to greater ieffbifelv^JC^^i^^ 
.came to a bold defile, thfougli -whith issitCd a 
branch of the Athabasca, (low knowii as Whirl- 
pool River. This was "the canoe road to pass 
to the west side of the mountains." On the 
8th they were at the. headwaters of Whirlpool 
River, betwecn'mbuntsins two to three thou- 
sand feet- high. Two. days later they crossed 
the height of land.' -OS} the nth they began 
to desceiuF the 'western ilopc, along the' course 
of a small .stream. Thd^npson. having.no pa- 
per, sent a report of hisijirogress to the ))art- 
ners of the Company on boards, to be copied 
at the nearest jiost and forwarded. The snow 
getting deeper and softir as they descended 
the Pass, the dogs couk 110 longer haul the 
loads, and Thompson abandoned everything 
except what was absolutdy essentia 
miicrh' difficulty in kfebjiin^' iip tliprspjrifs bf ^^^^^ 
nieii, but at last, on the ' 18th 'jariuary, they 
iyere within sight of the Columbia^- Thomp- 
&pn, the indefatigable, would ha\'c puslied on 
atbnce to Kootenay Home, but his men were 
by this time thoroughly (ls])irited. He turned 
back, therefore, to the juncliofi of Canoe 
River , with, the Columbia, where he spent the 
reminder of the winter, j - , . 

•• ■ III the spring of. 1811 le explored the Co- 
lumbia to the mouth of llaeberry River.'and 
continued o\l'v the old groind to the source of 
the C(,)lunil)ia. Crossing McGil!i^•l•ay's Por- 
tage to the Kootenay, In, was once ni;)re :it 
the Great KotUenay Roa( on Mav \>). ') his 
road, according to' Mr. 'lyrrell. s'iri|.:es up a 
stream from the southeasl bcnd of t!ie Koote- 
nay- River ; apparently itj is the one called 
"Kootanae Road" on 'Thonpson's map. It ran 
from abtnit the jxjsition rf Jeiining.s, south to 
the Feiul d'Oreille. Anotler Indian road, also 
indicated on Thompson's nap, a ;^the Lake In- 
dian roail, ran from sonievhere in the neigh- 
borhood of ilonner's I-'erv, .^oulli of Fend 
d'Oreille Fake. iMillowiii.i.'oiie of these ro.ads 
— it is not clear which— Tliniipson reached the 
Pend d'Oreille west of thcjlake, travelled over 
another India nroad, thejSheetshoo, to the 
Spokane River, and on Jiic 15 reached Spo- 
kane House, in latitude 4;i47: 4, about where 
the city of Spokane now stiiids. This post had 
appiireiitl y been built by "hompson or one of 
his a.ssistants some lime .lefore, F'rom here 
he descended the Siiok-.'ineRi ver to the Colum- 
bia, and ascended the later river to Ilthko\-- 
ape or Kettle Falls, visitd many years afte'r- 
ward.s by Paul Kane, wlij describes them as 
the highest on the Colum)ia, about one thou- 
sand yards across and eijjiteen feet high, the 
immense l)orl\ of water tilnbling amongst the 
lirokeii rocks rendering tlbm exceedingly pic- 
turesi|nc and grand. 

Resting here for a fcv days, Thompson 
started down the Columka, aii'd i-e.-iched the 
mouth of Snake River on iil\- <), 181 1. Do'wn 
to this point he was travelling over entirely 
new ground. From SankqRiver to the mouth 



of the C;olumbia;' Lewis lull, Clarlc^ had pre- 
ceded him in 1805. ,At. Sn;<e Riyer Thbmpsbn 
took forina! charge of the [biintry. ■ 1-lre entry 
in his original manuserip journals,, as notecl 
b.\ Dr. Coins in his Hcity-Thompson Jour- 
nals, is as follows :

the Columbia, here 1 irected a small 
Fole, with a half sheenf Paper well 
tied about it, with the,^ words on it —

pany of Merchants of Canada, finding

• ■ Alexander l-loss, in his "Adventures of the 
i First Settlers on the Oregon or Columbia 
River,.", •says.that^Jie'^^^^^^^ 

i4th' August,""' i8i i, when' "early" ih' the ''nifeVn- 
ing, what did wc see waving trium]:)hantly in 
thc\air at the confluence of the two great 
branches, hut a Ibdtish flag, hoisted in the mid- 
dle o£ the Indian camp, planted there by Mr, 
Thompson as he passed, with a written paper, 
::4aying claim to 'the . country' nprth^of 
as British territory." 

Thorripsbn if^achedVtfieir 
lumbia on^ttly 15 br'i6'. vmle^ Iloss and 
Gabriel Franchere both .state that it was on 
the 15th, but Mr, Tyrell points out that 
'J'liompson's record of his observations seems 
rather to point to the itith as the date of his 
arrival. The famous Astoria had been founded 
■ atrth^iniQU^^^^^ the Columbia a few .nipntlii^^ji 
before'.' 'Tlie^following year, when it was.liaii^r. ' 
ed over by the Pacific Fur' Contpaiiy to the 
Northwest Company, the name was changed 
to Fort George. 

Thompson remained at .Astoria for a few 
days and then started up the river, reaching 
the mouth of the Willamette, near the jires- 
ent city of I'orthuul, on. July 24. From here he 
ascended to the .mouth of t,he Snake. River, and 
turned up thiit river as far' as' latitude 46.36: 
13, longtitude T 18.50, where he arrived on 
August 8. From this point he left the river 
and travelled overlancl to Spokane House, 
where he was on the 12th of the same month. 
I le then descended the Spokane to its mouth, 
and followed the Columbia river north to Ket- 
tle Falls, the farthest point he had previously 
reached in this direction. From^here he.vvrotc 
a- letter to Harmon;' dated August' 28, 'iiifbrm- . 
ing him of his voyage down the Columbia' to 
the sea. This letter only reached Ifarmon on 
the 6th of the following April, at his post on 
Stuart's Lake, in what is now Northern Brit- 
ish Columbia. It had come by the Indian 
post. Paul Kane in his "Wanderings of an 
Artist" describes this rather primitive mail de- 
livery: ,\;r-^/'^^it*'fi.vi;l 
"The gentlemen in charge of the yariqu^^ 
posts have frequently occasion to send letters,.- 
.''ometimes for a considerable distance, when' it 
is cither inconvenient or impossible for them 
to fit out a canoe with their own men to carry 
it. In such cases a letter is given to an In- 
dian, who carries it as far as it suits his con- 
venience and sa^et3^ FIc then sells the letter 
to another, who carries it until he finds an op- 
IX)rturiity of sellitig-it to advantage;, it is thus 
' passed on and sold until it arrives at its-dtSitin^-r- 
ation. gradually increasing in value accordirig;.'; 
to, the di-'^tancc, apd tlip ]a.st ,pp,ssessor receiv- 
ing the reward for its s'afe cjciivery,' "In tliis 
manner letters arc ' frequently sent with per-, 
feet security, and with much greater -rapidity ■ 
than could be done otherwise^*' ' v , ; 'V^;- ; -" 
0,ne wonders: hat,v.the'i I'essv rapfd ' mb'iiioS 
eould have been 1 i^e.'* T'hbmpSbli^st lett'fe^^ 
exactly seven months and eighfedayS :^n':^6t- 
ting from Kettle Falls to Stuart's Ljike.' ' 

From Kettle Falls Thompson continued up 
the Columbia, through the Lower and Upper 
Arrow Lakes to Boat Encampment, at the 
mouth of Canoe River, which he reached about 
the beginning of October, 181 1, He had now 
conipleted;;his greatest achievement as an ex- 
plorer. "'During the four and a quarter years 
that had elapsed si'rice.: he- first -.stood ;.pn the 
banks of the Columbia at' the- hibuth pf tile 
Blaeberry, he had surveyed every inch of the 
great river from source to mouth, eleven hun- 
dred and fifty miles; and as far down as the 
mouth of the Snake River was the first white 
man to explore its waters, in 1807 •i'^ bad 
ascended the river from Blaeberry to Kootenay 
House; in 1808 he had explored from there to 
the source, , and. followed the.. I^ootenay tp 
Kootenay Lake; in iSib he had breached the 
most northerly point of the Columbia, by way 
of Athabasca Pass, and ascended the river t-,) 
lilaeberry; in i8ii he had descended the Co- 
lumbia to its mouth; and the same year re- 
ascended it to the mouth of Canoe l^tiver, thus 
'completing his surves-. 

From iioat Lucampment, 'J'liompson went 
over the Athabasca Pass to the headwaters of 
the Athabasca. In April, 1812, he was- back 
again at Kettle Falls on the Columbia,. and on 
-May 6 once more at Boat Encampment, .On 
that da}' he set out on foot over the Pass, 
reaching the house of .Mr. William Henry 011 
the .Mhahasca Hatitude 52.55: lO;) on the nth. 
Two days later he descended the .\thabasca 
to the nunith of Lesser Slave River, went uj) to 
that lake; returning, he continued down the 
Athabasca to the Red Deer, turned up the 
Red Deer to the lake of the same name, crossed 
the Portage to 1 '.leaver River, and descended 
the fieaver to latitude 54.22: 14, longitude 
110.17, where the .survey was abruptly broken 
off. It is probaI)le that he followed the usual 
route from there to Cumberland House, and 
so on to Lake Superior. At any rate, he is 
found again at Fort William in August of the 
same year, when he finally took leave of the 
Great West. He returned to Montreal and 
settled at Terrc Bonne, where for tv.'0 years 
he was engaged in preparing for the North-; 
west Company his great map of Western Can- 
ada. This very remarkable maji is nov.' in the 
liossession of the Crown Faiuls l)e])artment at 
Toronto, a porf.vni of which is lierewilh rei)ro- 
duced, 

; ., "David Thompson," says Bancroft, "was 
an entirely different order' of man from the 
orthodox fur trader..-. Tall, and fine looking, of 
sandy complexion, .\yith large features, deep- 
set studious eyes, high forehead, and broad 
shoulders, Ihc intellectual "was well set upon 
the pi lysical. His deeds have iieyer been 
trumpeted ;is tlujse of some of the others, but 
in the westward exploration for the .North- 
west Company no man performed more valu- 
abl service or estimated his own acliievements 
more modestly. Unhapjjily his last days were 
r,ot as pleasant as fell to the lot of ,.spme;bf>lhe 
worn-out 'members' of the Conipanjyi'''' He re- 
tired almost blind to Lachine.HoUsd, once the 



headquarters of the Company^^vwhere Air. An-: 
dcrson encountered him in 1831 in a very de- 
orepid condition." .- ■,, 

Anderson must, however,- haye, misjudged 
the physical condition. 'of the ;^'etera;n eicplbrer,' 
for it -is known that in i83r,Thb'mpspjv^w 
|,*"still . actively engaged in his profcssipn: '.'^^le : 
'•' surveyed Lake St, Francis, on the' 'St'." Law- 
rence River, in 1834; three years later he made 
the survey of the famous canoe route from 
Lake liuron to the Ottawa, which had been 
traversed b_v exjDlorers and fur traders from 
the early days of the French regime, and was

"The world can never be allbwld tpi'fqrget 
the. discoverer of the sources "of thV Columbia, 
the first white man who ever voyaged on the 
upper reaches and main tributaries of that 
mighty river, the pathfinder of more than one 
way across the continental divide from Saskat- 
chewan and .Atliahasca to Columbia's waters, 
the greatest geographer of his day m British 
America, and the maker of wdiat was then by

YARDING ARRANGEMENTS. 

Yarding arrangements for poultry ^hayc 
been but little studied in this countiiy. '•''The 
yards we have are after a few patterns, most 
of them unsightly. The cow stables and 
yards are often well made and lend an attrac- 
tive appearance to the farm, while the poultry 
yard is more often unsiglitly than not. For 
th'is.-reaspA it'i^ away where it AvilFnot be 
milch'bbsfen^ed from the'road. 'i;;^ : ; > • 

Yet with a little thought the •yarding ar- 
rangements can be made such 'as to- lend at- 
tractiveness to the farm. The fences compos- 
ed of boards and laths cannot be made attrac- 
tive without a great deal of paint and -care. 
Usually the' lath fence is whitewashed and 
soon becomes dirty. Whitewash soon loses 
■ its;: color under the influence of the rains, and 
the' driving dust sticks to it. The white laths 
so'on ■become-a 'dirty;- gray, Mud-splashlefr'^o^i 
them here.' and 'there and here- and there' Wlso 
biie is.brokien .bff^^^ The lath' fence caii be inade 
attractiVevif ;itj'is--'eternall^ looked after, but 'we 
have never seen a lath fence that 'had stood 
some months that was not in a* bad condition 
in more ways than one. 

The board fence is almost out of the; ques- 
tion, for it must be surmounted by la'ths or 
vyrirC; tp;: be? avbarrier against the lighter-fowls. 
Boards libw" cbst too much and they bec'ome 
unsightly even quicker than the lath ifence. 
The fence that is everywhere taking best is 
the wire fence. 'J'his, if properly made, will 
last a long time and has the advantage of not 
being easily seen. ■ 'The wires being dark in 
color do not readil}^ show themselves. The 
posts can always be neat and attractiye and 
can he made more so by painting with pea 
green or sea green paint. i 

; :JThe size of .the poultry yard should be ac- 
cbrding to the size'bf the flock, biit double the 
dMpiiint bf ground usdally devoted to the fowls 
sh'otiId*be included in it. It is a mystery why 
so manv farm ])oultry yards are .so small. Jt 
is certainly not because the farmer has not the 
land to spare, and it is not on account of the 
cost of fencing material. The smallness is 
doubtless due to the impression ol the larmcr 
that a small, poultry yard is as good as any 
other kind of a poultr}' yard. ' ; •; 

The proportionate cost of fencing a yard 
decreases with its increase of size. A. yard the 
size of a square rod requires four.rods,of:jfenc- 
ing to enclose it, while a yaid containing '"16 ' 
square rods in the form of a square requires 
but 16 rods of fencing, or at the rate of one rod 
of fencing to a square rod of ground. If the 
.area is 64 square rods,. the fencing required is 
Init 32 rods, or one-half rpd' of fencing per 
square rod of area. To have a large yard is 
therefore economical. — Farmers' Review; 



Thin and gaunt, and with no other instinct 
to guide him,'sa-ve the memory of a warm- ken-

We must observe therefore that this sen-

The Edudation of Uncle Paul, 
To those who arc not lovers of children 
this book can make no appeal, nay more than 
that, they must understand and sympathize 
with children; appreciate the .simple subtlety 
of their wisdom; be able to let their minds 
wander through endless paths of wondrous 
imagination ; have the sense: of the humorous 
virel 1 developed ; and an. intuitive comprehen- 
sion of all things, pathetic ' or otherwisfej^that 
directly appeal to the child-mind; above all 
must they have a deep affection and under- 
standing for the .brute creatioji. Yet the 
"Education of Uncle Paul" is not a book for 
children, it is only for the grown-ups who have 
never left their childhood behind them, and by 
all such will be deeply appreciated. It is quaint 
humorousi pathetic, and mysterious, with some- 
of the mOSt'beautifuUy worded descriptive pas-' 
sages that have been written for a long time. 
The following Avords of Francis Thompson' 
serve as a short introduction to the story: '

to be something very different from the man 
of today. It is to have a spirit yet streaming 
from the waters of baptism; it is to believe ni 
love, to believe, in loveliness, to believe in be-

is priiitcci' in Japanese, with an .Englisli^traiis- 
lation, which is a complimcntr,tq;the;^^^ 
tion's allies. It is to a certa1n^t^3?teiit, under 
government official supervision, as it 
is published under the auspices of the mil- 
itary education society, of which society Count 
Ito, Admiral of the Fleet, is i)resident, and 
the minister of war vice-president. Its object 
is to promulgate the military spirit andJ:o fos- 
ter and develop Bushido, or to put it more 
briefly, "to lead humanity to true happiness.'' 
The first article is prefatory, and runs as 
follows :— 

"It is the duty of all men to improve then- 
condition of life -by forming good habits and 
acquiring refined customs and to carry out the 
divine will with unswerving faith. ■ ■ 

"From the ideas which have remained un- 
changed under the one Imperial dynasty which 
'has ruled this country for more than twenty- 
five centuries, has been fostered and matured 
the Yamato-damashii, the Spirit of Japan, 
which in turn has developed the Bushido, 
which, by selecting and assimilating the vari- 
ous doctrines of -the world witli great skill, has 
shown the true path of humanity. Of late, 
nunn" people in all parts of the world, in their 
desire to become acquainted with Bushido, 
have looked up books of all descriptions for the 
purpose, or, have come to this country to ac- 
quire a knowledge of it; but the difficulty of 
fully comprehending the unwritten creed and 
concre^ mojral principles it embodies has; we 
ol^gerve '.with great regret, led them 'into. £he 
..error or reifarding i a piece of natio'hal ar- 
rfa'garice a policy of aggression. ' 

"The prcsiint association now- proposes to 
issue this monthly periodical with a view to 
providing reliable materials, on the subject and 
explaining in plaiii langtlage the ;trueviiature 
of Bushido." 

The second article is the rescrii)t on educa- 
tion hy the eni|)eror, followed by an ode speci- 
ally contributed by his IniperialMajesty.

PERUVIAN YARAVIS 

The following extract is from the Y^outh's 
Companion and describes the beaut}' of the 
native Peruvian music. All who are familiar 
with the pathetic history of that country can 
well understand \vhy the native melodies 
.should possess a peculiar sweetness and sad- 
ness: • . ' - .- ■ ' 

The native music of Peru,' accqr;ding7iSto 
Gcraldinc Guihess, the author of a recent^'hobk 
on that country,. is exceedingly interesting and 
strange. It seems fitting that the people of' 
such an unusual country — the children of a 
unique social system — shonl dhave a charac- 
teristic style of national music. Certainly the 
yaravis of Peru are unlike any other music. 

When first I heard their ])laiutivc notes 
come wailing through the night air I listened 
spellbound to this new thing. As., I came to 
hold of me in a strange way. An Indian 
song can unnerve' me in a. 'few "minutes' It 
seems to pluck at one's heart-.strings, making 
the w(n-ld a place of spirits, 'where the , impos- 
sible is ever about to happen. • . 

There is surely a similarity "in spirit and 
and the sobbing lyrics sung by the exiles of 
Babylon. They are intensely patriotic and 
deeply mournful. ""The meiiiory of former 
wrongs has tinged their most popular songs 
with sadness.

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SOVEREIGNS OP ENGLAND 

■ Richard I., is possibly the most picUircs(ino. 
figxire among the sovereigns of luiglaiul, but 
lie was nevertheless the lea^t Englisli of her 
Ivuigs. - lie -was born at Oxford, but his nali\ e 
country seems to have seen verj' little of him. 
ife ruled it, it he can be said to have ruled it at 
alli-as a foreign land. He only visited it twice 
after his accession to the crown ; once in order 
that he; might, be. crowned, and once that lie 
inight''be rccro\vned after his release from his 
German prison. AVhen quite a youth he was 
invested with the government of his mother's 
domains in the southern part of what is now 
- France. AfterFsqrne|^seriO^^^ 
father,; Heniy,' Richard 
• /Hiprepared for a crusade, but his departure" was 
. delayed until after his father's death. IHs 
coronation was a gorgeous c'eremonv, and it 
has served as the model for all siibseciucnt in- 
cidents of the same nature in Englaiul. Ricii- 
ard at once began to collect funds for the Cru- 
sade, and for this purpose sold to the Scottish 
king.freedom from fealty to the English cro.vvn. 
and' conferred ' great concessions upon the 
Clitirch.". He then sailed for the East, and for 
five years was hat again on English soil. J l is 
achievements on the Crusade ha\'c been llie 
llieme of many a stor}-, and his capture on his 
return journex'- by the Archduke of Austria, 
who handed him over to the L'mpcror ]lenry 
V'l., his recognition by the wavideriii}.'; trouba- 
dor,:his,ransoni and his return home are mat- 
' tcrs familiar toevery one. What is not so gen- 
erally known is that he did homage to the 
Emperor for the English croxvrii' which he sur- 
rendered into the Emperor's hands and re- 
ceived it back as his vassal. This act was more 
than his English subjects would submit to, and 
the vassalage was ended bv a second coron- 
. atioii. Richard spent a lew months in Eng- 
land, restoringvorder;' for the country had been 
vsoniewhat disturbed through the plotting of 
f .;l/is:. brother ■■ John, and then, gathering what 
.-funds: he. could, he set sail for France to try 
: conclusions with King Philip of that country. 
■ lie never returned to the kingdom. For five 
years he and Ir'liilip strove for supremacy, and 
then, exhausted, agreed on a truce for five 
3'ears. Richard was slain by an archer, while 
besieging the castle of : a rebellious vassal, lie 
died in 1 199, 'after a reign of ten- j^ears. ^ 
'"• Richard has gone; down> into . history as 
Goeur de Leon, and the title has 'assisted in 
centering around his name a halo of roman.ce. 
The title was not bestowed upon hint,' as many" 
suppose, because of his intrepid personal cour- 
age. He would, indeed, have been a degenerate 
descendant of the family of the Conqueror 
;'i{nd'-Qfgthc- Counts of Anjoii if jthj||gu)ilj^ 
' not" beeii' highly developed in' -Kinr;' ' '^PersOiu 
valor was too common an attribute of the 
l;nighthood of those days to permit any one 
to be singled out because he possessed it. He 
> was callecl Richard of the Lion Heart because 
of his relentles'^ disposition, his passion for 
Avar and, of course, for his absoluteless fear- J 
: lessncss as w-ell. Like the rest of the Angevin 
family, he was by nature jferpcious.;'«'H^^^ 
:vicious, -a bad son and a bad husband./ 
same -.time he was generous and lavish. He 
-possessed little or no faculty for government, 
and seemed incapable of formulating compre- 
liensivc plans. No one knew his shortcomings 
in this respect better than himself, and because 
of this knowledge he made possible the further 
development during his reign of those insti- 
vtutions, which we arc accustomed to call Eng- 
lish. , • , -■ ' V- ■ '• 
. . Hube.rtji Archbishop of Canterbury, was the 
virtual ; riirer of England during the reign of 
Richard. He had only one commission from 
the King, and that was to raise 'as much money 
as was possible for the purpose, in the first 
]3lace, of carrying on the Crusade, in the sec- 
ond place, of ransoming him from the iuuids 
of the Emperor, and in the third place, for • 
carrying on the war against Philip of France. 
^Englishmen • took only a\ minor 'part in the 
warlike operations 'of their king, and most of 
his fighting was done by mercenaries, for 
Avhose pay the Englisli people contributed 
frecl}', though not always as willingly as tiie 
king desired. Hubert, with rare sagacity, saw 
it was hopeless to enforce contributions 111 
money, and with the desire of preventing fric- 
tion as. far as possible invited the people to par- 
ticipate.^ inothe government of the country. A 
represen'-fative assembly was constituted.' It 
is not quite clear to wliat extent popular elec- 
tion contributed towards the pensonnel of this 
institution. It is certain that some of its mem- 
bers were appointed by the slieriffs, and tiiat 
some of thcni were chosen b}' j)opular vote; 
but in whatever way it was brought into ex- 
istence, Hubert, witii .splendid sagacity, cast 
upon it the responsibility of deciding almost 
everything of aipublic -nature,' including the 
levying of taxcs.|^^Hti?; was laid the founda- 
tion of British represeritative government aiuc 
the right of the common people lu the control 
oL the tax-imposing power. It is true that this 
ngiit was not very clearly defined, Init it is 
also true that the riglit was declared to bo in 
keeping with the ancient rights of the people 
of; England. It is true, indeed, that suijse(|uent 
•sovereigns paid little attention to this popular 
control of tlic right of taxation. Nevertheless, 
the foundations of the system were then laid, 
' and it is interesting to note that in the yeai 
19.10, more than seven centuries after Hubert 
recognized the existence of this riglu, the con- 
trol of taxation b}- the Commons is again in 
issue. Later in Richard's reign, this repre- 
sentative body, under thuji guidance of two ol 
the bishops, refused; to sanction any further 
levies ' for the maintenance of the army in 
France: ■ • 

'While, ])crsoiiall\', Richard did absolutely 
nothing for the advancement of his country, 
and his only legacy to it is His name and a rec- 
ord of valiant, though -profithiss, achicveincnti,', 



- his reign Avas marked by great; constitutional 
development. His absence from the kingdom 
left the people largel}' free to work out their 
own problems, and freedom from any pro- 
longed discord at home, for the attempt oi 
John to secure the crown did not- amount to 
more than a family quarrel;. gave^-Englishmen 
an opportunitv to developHhC'faculty of : self-' 
goyeniment. 'IMie assimilation of the races 
was'iprb'iqeednig rapidly. It is said that when 
Richard ascended the throne all traces ol dif- 
ference between Norman and -Saxon had dis- 
appeared. So coini)iete had the absorption 01 
the Norman element been, that in a very long 
poem, written during, this reign, professing to 
;.,giv<^ a synopsis of the history of England frpin , 
rthe'days of Alfred, only fifty Norman words 
; appear. In the century and a quarter after 
William of Normandy had overthrown Har- 
old at Senlac, the English i)eopic had been 
formed by the complete intermixture of the 
blood of Saxon, Dane and Norman. The 
Cdtic^pppulatipii.;^^ held aloof in V\"ales 
ahd;Corn\yaIl,' 1!)'u remainder of the nation 
had become homogeneous. .. Dunng; that;- cen- 
tury and a half England had been very foi tun- 
ate as compared with continental nations, d^x- 
cept for the anarchy resulting from Stephen s 
usurpation, and a few minor disturbancos. tlie 
country had been at peace. It was increasing 
rapidly in wealth. It has always been the 
wonder of historians :Avhere.;.the money cune 
from that Avas spent' so lavishly in forei.-jn 
wars: but it was a common saying-of the oeo-, 
pie that they would stand by their kings'- w 
their goods "for the good peace they'''gave." 
•When Richard died he was ruler over all the 
country from tiie 'I'yne to tiie Pyrenees; but 
his continental territory iiad been bled v.diite 
in countless battles, while his insular domin- 
ion had parted with- little ;e;kcepti'.its money, 
and the industrious . populatio'fiV.wcre. always' 
able to replenish their store of. this commodity' 
and at the same time increase the scope of their 
pucclcss boon of freedom. > ^ , - \ i 




BEGINNING' OF HISTORY - r ^-- 

\boiu 450 B C, Ezra, who had Jed an ex- 
pedition ol the fews from rBabyIon;'t6.; Jerusa- 
lem about eight years bctore,' compiled.' aiid- 
classified the English Scriptures. ■Wc arc 
without any detinitc knowledge of the 
sources of his informatiun, and cannot say 
how much, if any of the history of the Chil- 
wdren.rpr^^.!^ actually written by him, 

•■and:i.hpiiy^:'iifubli by persons preceding him, 
W'e.'dp know, however;t:t^ was held in 

the' highest esteenv by ;tliie.! Jew people, wdio 
regarded him as the second founder 'of their' 
nation. As Ezra was a .man . of great learn- 
ing, and had lived and been educated in 
Babylon, he doubtless had access to the 
stores of knowdedgc then accumulated, and 
to the .historical and traditionary records of 
the Chaldeans. • Between the. Babylonian ac- 
creation, tliasi;antcdi|uj^ ^ 
$?arrd'-'the. deluge, aiul ^ jie 'f cB^^^^ in ' 

Genesis of these same stages \iirVthe. vvorld's 
history, there is considerable, similarity .".but 
the former is full of details and charactei iml 
by much that to our modern ideas ',ecmt,* 
grotesquely absurd, while the latter is digni- 
fied and a simple statement of events. If, as 
has been sug'gcsted, the early chapters of 
Genesis are founded upon Babylonian tradi- 
tion, there is one reinarkablc difference be- 
tween them, namely the^preyalencc ; of the 
monotheistic idea'C in.' the Jewish :'naVrative, 
although there are not lacking traces of 
polytheism in it If the Jewish narrative 
came from an independent source, it and the 
Babylonian account corroborate each other 
to a certain extent. The latter professes to 
explain what took place before the visible 
universe ^yas created, and -\ve may dismiss 
this • and the story of creation , in both in- 
stances"' as outside of the .domain .'of history. 
It seems impossible to regard the-story. of^the 
Deluge as anything else than historical;- Tliefe 
is altogether too much testimony to its occur- 
ence to permit its dismissal as a fable. No 
one -account of it may be anything like cor- 
rect. 'J'he probability is altogether against 
anything of the kind'; but every candid stu- 
dent must .admit that there is ample cyidence 
to establish the fact that a great epoch-mak- 
ing flood occurred several, thousand years. be- 
'fore the Christian era. 'The date cannot be 
fixed even w^ith an approach to accuracy, but 
nvhenever it took place, or however general- it 
may have been, in its extent, there- is reason ^ 
to say tliat it is the earliest historical event 
in the history of mankind. 

BiOlh the Jewish and the Babylonian re- 
cords profess to tell of the history of the 
world before the Flood; but- if our credulity 
finds itself staggered wlien asked to believe 
that Mcthusalah lived for upwards of nine 
hundred years, what shall w'e say of 
the Babylonian tradition which says that 
Oannes reigned ;:i6,ooo? It is much more dif- 
ficult to fit in the periods as given for Baby- 
lonian dynasties than it is to harmonize the 
duration of the liyes of the antcdehivians :is 
rplated'-iiV;., Genesis, and tliercfc^re, \ylu-n we 
find that 'something like 690,000 years must 
be allowed for the period between the Crea- 
tion and the Flood, to allow for the events re- 
lated in the Chaldean records, we are com- 
])ellcd to give up any attempt to adjust the 
alleged facts to terms uf history. Even 
when we come to the post-diluvian period, 
we have exceedingly long periods claimed by 
the Babylonian \vriters for the several dynas- 
ties, which ruled the Mcsopotamian valley 
until the Persians .came, , ;jii^t.;isleag^^.^^^^^^ 
years arc required to give ; tinieWSr^tj^^^al 
ed succession ^iipf;.rulin families. These peri- 
ods may 'or' may '"not have actually elapsed. 
In this connection, as was mentioned a few 
Aveeks ago in connection witii Biblical chron- 1 



ology, we are without any certain measure of - 

. tiiTie, for we do not know with cert:'iinty what 
system these ancient people followed, and 
although apparently the length of the era 
between the MootI and the Persim invasion

The dawn .01 truBtworthj history shows a 
people living in the Mesopotxniian region, wdio 
^vere 01 Norulierii origin, lliey were 01 what 
has been called Turanian stock, although for 
this particular branch of that race the term

of tills -Secti6n''of ,th9.humin family were the 
Turks, the Huns; .and se-^'eral more. -These 
people brought with theni to the South a tra- 
dition that their home ha;l once been at the 
foot of wdiat was called the "World Mountain," 
which was supposed to have been a link be- 
tween the Earth and Ilea.ven, and the home of 
the gods. A fairly successful attempt has been 
madu to J locate this ^fabled mountain at the 

' Kortli Pole. We saw in' our reference to the 
early liistorv of India that a somewhat similar 
race overran that country liclore the great 
Aryan invasion. These Sumerians were well 
advanced in civilization. They understood 
working in metals, built hou.ses of stone and 
])osscssed the system of writing known as the 
cuneiform, or wedge-like. How long they 

J lived in uninterrupted possession of their new 
home is purely a matter of surmise, because no 
one knows when they camei frc^ 
but the termination of their niris»c"k^^^^ 
with something apiiroaching accuracy.

The Se- 
mites ai^e-spmetm the Aryans, which' 
significs 'hobfcY ''1'^ eorres]Dond to thpsejpeo- 
ples, who 'according to the narriti^is^||'is^^jG^^^ 
csis, trace their descent fronr ■ ShemV''i"lie'f-'s^^^ 
of Noah. Physically and mentally thev appear

In one of his Epistles the Apostle Paul-Jad- • 
vises those to Avh9m he was writing to "prove' - 
all things and hold fast that which is gOOd'."- 
In other words, he told them to use their own 
good sense in determining what they ought 
to accept as rules of faith and conduct. The 
■\vord."prpye." in this sense docs not mean what 
it does'iil' aii arithmetical or geometrical propo- - 
sition. We can prove that 2 and 2 make 4 
because we call wliat 2 and 2 m^ke 4 and the 
fact is apparent to the eye. AVe can prove that 
two straight lines cannot inclose a space, or 
that any^ two angles of a triangle must* be to- 
gether less than two right angles. Wc can 
not only prove that these things are true, but 
.alsoi.why they are true. Paul did not use the 
word, in this sense, but as meaning "test." 
There ; is,' a". fundamental difference between 
proving that, a',thing is and proving wdiy it is. 
You can prove that an unsupported stone will 
fall to the ground simply by testing it; but 
you may search forever and not find' out why 
it falls. You can learn the rules governing 
Its falling, but \-ou never can discover the 
"why" ol It. Speaking generally, it may bo 
satd that .science does not concern itself with 
reasons, but, with facts and laws, 'Many tests 
have lestablished the facts and the laws, and 
-■^ve.go on to utilize the forces of nature -with - 
■ implicit confidence as to the result Close by 
the manuscript of this article stands an electric 
light. Experiment has shown that the cord 
\yhicli conveys the electricity to the carbon 
film is charged with a potent energy; yet no 
one would hesitate about turning off the light 
through fear of receiving a shock. We know 
that the energy-ladeu'.wire is encased with 
something that makes it ' safe, '-'and that, the 
switch is a non-conductor of 'electricity, r. But' 
wc ilo not know why it is a non-conductor ■' 
Here is a telephone. Some of us know how-it > 
operates; but the wisest investigator does not 
know wliy it works. In the natural world it is 
the same, AVe know that under certain cir- 
.cumsta'nces a seed will germinate; but we do 
not know why it germinates. We live, move 
and have our being; we build houses and ships, 
we do the thousandv and 'one things that go to 
make up our complex civilization, but we do 
not know the "why" of even one material 
phenomenon. 

Qn the other hand, when they consider the 
things of the spiritual \vorl,d, many men insist 
tippncprppf^npt|of|^^ the reason 

'of the facts. ' In Ids' diicussion with Jesus as 
to spiritual birlh'i .Nicodemus asked ; at least 
twice how certain 'things could ^lJq^>'He■ want- 
ed to knowM-easoiii', Facts Avere not sufficient 
for him. No one ought to suggest that there 



is anything wrong in seeking, for reasons ji fnvt. 
it may be a;great waste of energy and lead to 
a great loss of opportunity. If v\rhenever wc 
went into a telegraph office to send a message 
we insisted on some one explaining why it is 
that the magnetization and demagnetization of 
one end ot a wire magnilized and demagintized 
the other end of it, we would not only never 
get the message sent, but make ourselves gieat 
. nuisances. VV"e accept the demonstration'' ot 
the fact, and send the message. It .m.iy be 
granted that in the sinritual realm there are 
certain uncertain laciors m ciemonstranons 
made by other people. AVe never can be ab- 
solutely sure that they arc telling the truth. 
That wonderful invention, the teieograpli, if 
that is the correct name for .the instrument 
wduch records telephonic messages, by, some 
mysterious process . impresses the spoken 
words, upon a fine wire, and though you may 
handld that wire and examine it with a glass, 
you cannot detect in any particular how it has 
been affected. Pass a magnet over it, and 
to all appearance, the wire is just the same, but 
the record of the words is gone. You find no 
difficulty in believing this, although no one, 
not even nthe. inYeutpr;,him^_el^ 
reason of it. '■Tlie-pfncesl: i^r explairfabie, but 
the ultimate "why" is not. If one should say 
that by the exercise of the power of faith alone 
he had accomplished what seemed inexplic- 
able, the chances are that you w^ould decline 
to believe him. You would want him to show 
3'ou how such things can he. But surely, 
apart altogether from the teachings of Christi- 
anity, and other religions in regard to the pper- 
atibn of spiritual forces, we have reached that 
stage in human progress when we may well 
restrain our doubts about the reality of . such- 
things. It is quite possible that wc mav cease-, 
to regard them as supernatural; but we have 
never had any warrant except in superstition 
and ignorance for supposing that they were. 
If you read the New .Testament you will see 
that to, Jesiis and 'tli^^ these wonder- 

ful spiritual thin'gs .wcfie wdiolly natural. The 
narrative' in regard to Nicodemus shows- that 
to Jesus the idea of spiritual birth was ho less 
natural than, that: of physical birth. 

But to return to the question of proof. vSt. 
Paul says -that -spiritual things are spiritually 
^discerned. The appHcation of spiritual forces 
to natural things is a matter of evidence; the 
effect ;of these, forces; upon the spiritual side 
of, oiir natures is a matter of experience, and 
it is just as .absurd for a man, wdio has never 
had such an experience, to deny its possibility 
as It would he- foiCa'Spcrson, who had never 
seen a telephone, tO:'dchy that we can talk over 
wires. Things are proved b}^ tests. There is 
no other way 111 either the physical or the 
spiritual world, outside of the realm of math- 
ematics, which is itself outside the domain of 
things, being a part of the law governuig 
things, ' For 6bvious- reasons every lone'inusti 
make hls^ own /spiritual tests. ; He cannot? em- 
ploy any one; pope, cardinal, i archbisho^pj- 
bisliop, priest or -mmister, nor all of ^thenv sit- 
ting in the most .solemn conclave, to make 
them lor him. He may accept their conclu- 
sions and. acting in the light ot them and of 
the experience ol others, proceed to make his 
own tosts;-but the final and conclusive proof 
.is-his own :cxperience. He may say that he 
accepts , this or that doctrine, he may say he 
believes this.or. that teaching; but he can never 
say he knows until he has himself made the 
test. Hence .those persons, who in their as- 
sumption of superior wisdom, decline to-bie- 
lieve that others have had the experience of a 
spiritual life, are utterly unscientific, and it is 
not impossible that the day may be near at 
hand when the learning of the world will rec- 
ognize that certain things have been -hidden • 
from the wise; but "revealed unto babes."., • • 
— ' 
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Charlotte Bronte- 
There have beeir,greater women 'novelists 
than Charlotte Bronte; but none who has oci^u- 
pied quite the same place m literature. Hers 
,was a peculiar personality, and impressed itself 
indelibly upon her works. She \yrote powcr- 
fuly and realistically, so powerfuly in fact that 
her first n-oyel, "Jane ICyre," was severely coii- 
denmod by some critics, wdio said that ii", in- 
deed, it was the woflc/of a woman, and most 
people thought thci'dtitlior Avas a man, that she 
had no sense oi feminine delicacy, and should 
be ''ostracised from her kind. Probably were 
such a novel produced today, it would occasion 
no comment on the grounds of its realisili, but 
Charlotte ]:h-onte bcloiiG^cd to another j)eriod, 
■when very ditlcreut things were expected troin 
■women than we look for today. y\nd yet the 
real author \vas not at all the .sort ot person 
that the critics ])ainted her. She was a plain; 
bhiinking,..Uinud, jchncd^ sad little > woman, 
who did nbt in the least deserve their calum- 
niation; iandviwroto only from her own bitter 
CKpciience ' 

She was born in the parish of Bradford, in 
1816. ami her mother dying )'ouug, left her 
to the care of a stern, harsh father, who never 
made any effort to untllerstand his children or 
Aviii their affection. He was a clergyman, and 
quite unnecessarily strict in his "idews, tlierc- 
fore the life at the par.soiiage was a gloomy one 
for all concerned. AVhcn they were old enough 
to go to school, the situation was not changed 
for the .better. for Charlotte and her two sisters. 
So badly Avais' the institution which they at- 
tended conducted; that, the pupils Avere i!l-usedi 
and never given chough fo -cat, in consequence 



of which treatment one" of the sisters, Maria, 
fell ill, :and died the following year. A few 
months later, Elizabeth, the other sister who 
had been- at school, died, probably from the 
same cause or causes. Almost broken-hearted 
Cliarloite was allowed to return home, where 
she remained lor six years, going after that 
lime to a school at Roehead for three years, 
Afterwaids, Avishing to become proficient in 
French, she Avent to France to study, and it 
was here that she met M. Hcgcr: and. the twov 
became deeply attached to one another,' which 
fact gaA'e rise. to. .unhappy misconstruction on 
the part of their; fi"ifehds and acquaintances. 

Charlotte's two other sisters, Emily and 
Anne, had also distinct literary abilit}-, and 
Avhen the three were at home t;ogether, after 
Charlotte's return from France, the^' were of 
mutual assistance to one another. They pro- 

,duced, in conjunction, a little,<bpolc;ipf jpo 
Avhich they ]niblished at Uidr owiV ex^^ 
and Avhicli was milillj^jand favorably revicAved. 
Charlotte's liiaster'piece'appearcd in 1847, and 
she wrote it under stress of much sadncSs. Her 
father was ill, and in tlangcr of becoming 
blind, llcr idolized only brother was ruining 
himself, mind and body, through dissipation. 
It is not .-lurprising that the- story bears the 
impress of sorrow and disappointment. ''How- 
ever, it brpught hei";fame at once. The novel 
produced a; profound sensation, and in spite 
of adverse crilicisni had an enormous sale. 
With it all, Charlotte remained unaffected, and'-- 
cpiietly continued her Avork, refusing to .go upl' 
to London to be made much of by an admiring 
public; making few friends, but those sincere 
ones, and among them Thackeray, George 

;:Hcnry Lewes, and Harriet Martineau. 

Then came still further sadness. Her bro- 
ther died— in : disgrace. A little later Emily 
and Anne" followed^him. Life to the lonely 

.young' Avoman ^ seemed ' almost too bitter -/to 

-' bearj when love came to her like a' ray of sun- 
shine.. ■ She married, in 1854, her father's cur- 
ate;<and''for a brief time she knew the blessings 
of peace and joy. Then at the expiration of a 
few months, life ended for her too. She died 
in 1855, leaving her husband and father to 
mourn her. Hers Avas an inexpressibly sad life, 
and yet Ave are told through all her sorrows 
she Avas braA^ly clieerfiy^^neyer 
heart. She was a''tcndef' 'ari'd '6b^^^ 
tcr, to an undescrA-ing parent, and possessed 
rare i)atience and synipath}'- with those Avhoni 
she loved. Her works, if they do not show 
genius, give evidence ol extraordinary talent 
and great power ol taking pains. Her choice 
ot language is always the best. She believed, 
Avith all great writers, that there is but one 
Avord to exactly express ■a, particular: idea!> or 
shade of meaning, and no substitute wiuld aii- 
SAVcr for her.. Hencp her descriptions are'sal- 
AVciyl appealing and forceful. She has draAvn 

;somevremarkable characters; and her -realism 
is nfiver overdone

most an autobiograpliA' of Charlotte Bronte s 
own childhood. Here we find the school Avitli 
its gloomy environment, its rigid cruel disci- 
.pline, and its atmospheric of frigid propriety, 
the counterpart of the institution Avhich the 
author attended Avith her two sisters. Jane 
Eyre is the unhappy inmate of the school in 
the book; : from whicliAishe 'goes after some

' ■ ' " AND FUTURE

■Sjtpfia of 1909 was infinitely superior to the 
#pre;yious year, there being a great many fairly 
good blooms and some which could be reck- 
oned first class, showing that with sensible 
cultivatio'n what good results can be got in 
Victoria. The trouble here is that you don't 
get a hard frost every winter; but you can 
liave a very efficient substitute in a good man 
. with a^ good . knife, whoV knowsi ^rwliat do 
ip^fi^h to do it, aiid''d6es,\itV V 
Mien^fit of rose lovers in' Vic'torjia' l"^ would 
vise them to prune hard, prune early, and thin 
severely; and don't be afraid. I know it is 
very difficult for some people to take such ad- 
vice, they knowing next to nothing oh the sub- 
jectj and the majority of people they ask ad- 
ivice'iro^ as little as them- 

selves fahd^s^^^^^ are coddled up 

with heaps of manure, in some cases a foot 
high, with branches of trees, '"etc., etc.,- all of 
which tends to keep the poor roses suffering 
from damp, stagnant air, and so starts into 
growth the excitable red indica blood now in 
so many of our best roses, this, with the late 
pruning so frequently and so foolishly in- 
dulged in, rnaking thus a popr,:,sickly,; AveakT 
ened plant, with its life blood let'^out- by a'^fool- 
i^ish man's or woman's knife in March or April ; 
■and then they wonder why their roses take so 
much vermin and mildew on them, and are oft- 
en so poor in flower and foliage. I would ad- 
vise ail such to keep all protection away and 
especially to keep all manure away from the 
necks of the plants. Roses are now starting 
into growth, and should be pruned at once, as 
this is the most dormant period bf::the year. 

By practicing as:abovetIie future "of rose- 
growing would be immensely forwarded, and 
the beauty of Victoria would be added to ten- 
fold. ■ I don't know any place in it where great 
improvement could not be made. Of course 
the best results cannot be got in one year, as 
some foolishly imagine, but good practice and 
good cultivation must be done yearly; but the 
trouble is so small and the results so grand, 
that growers :.woitId, find no flower so pleasant, 
prof itable arid so little trouble- as a good bed 
or; two of roses, treated as they should be. 

Here I may state that I am only preaching 
what I have practiced for many years, and-in 
tlie climate of cold Scotland, which, on the 
whole, is much worse than in Victoria. 1 have 
by practicing the advice here given shown 
roses never excelled in Britain, as the gold and 
silver medals awarded amply testify, in some 
cases it being startling to Southern growers to 
find, as. frequently happened in a competition 
for the best rose itv the show, that the judge's 
difficulty was between two roses only, and 
both were in the Scotsman's box; ' • 
, Tn Victoria to date I have pruned a lot of 
- roses, including all my own, and have kicked 
away all protection, as I found all the plants 
beginning to move, and wished to give tlictn 
all the air and sunshine possible; and I have 
no doubt whatever hut that tliis year I will 
show at the rose show far better roses than 
I :,d!djjja5t!yea^^ which were _so favorably 
commented ori^'^^^ opinion is Mat np ' ro in 
Victoria can be pruned later than the first of 
IVtarch without suffering severely in conse-

FRESH-AIR POULTRY HOUSES 

Without fresh air it is impossible to have 
healthy poultry. The principal reason why 
some strains of poultry develo]) a tendency to 
delicacy is because tlie fowls arc kept in 
houses in wliich there is not enough fresh air. 
The process of breathing in animals or birds 
consists of taking into the lungs oxygen and 



expelling carbonic acid gas, the result of com- 
bustion m the livmg organism. 

This carbon,dipxic|e is a.deadly .poison,rahd?, 
any living animal, 0r?birM''^\vhich5is 'c6mj)ened * 
to breathe air tainted with it' begins to lose vir 
tality in proportion to the quantity of the gas 
in the air. 

It has been demonstrated that the air in a ' 
poultry house should be changed* about four 
times an hour in order to preserve the health 
of the fowls. It is not hard to secure this 
change of "air,, but; the greatest^trpuble , hereto- 
fore experiehcedlm doing it has' beM'to avoid 
creating drauglit:^:^l)iich injure the health of 
the birds. , -V^-^^'M^f. 

There are nianj' systems of direct ventila- 
tion which bring about a change of air, but 
very few of these have been found satisfactory 
in those parts of the country^ where thfe- tem- 
perature has a wide range. 

; :In the ' South and. the extreme West and 
Soii'thwest, the temperature is at all times a 
matter of indifference, except in isolated-'sec- : 
tions, because it never gets low enough partic-'>! 
iilarly to affect the health of fowls. 

In the East, North and Northwest, where 
severe weather is common during several 
months in the year, no system of ventilation- 



whole of the interior to be open to the air or 
any sides may be closed. Usuall}'- the front is 
open all the 'time,,,to- give the pilot an unob- 
structed view "of the course he" 'is steeiing. 
When the weather is worst, it is most neces- 
sary to have an unobstructed view ahead and 
the whole front of the pilot house is ojien. 
When we first went on the river, wc Avere sur- 
prised to find that no matter how cold the 
weather might be the open front of the pilot 
house did not seem to let in any considerable 
quantity of cold aii%^^ ,W soon concluded that 
when thiree sides 'of a building are tightly, 
closed against currents of air, not much wind;''; 
will blow in if the other side is optn, unlesl's 
the direction of the wind is particularly favor- 
able. 

Tliis is exactly the principle on which the 
fresh-air poultry house is built Three sides 
are made as nearly air-tight as possible, and 
the other side is made sp as to be opened al- 
most its entire Size. • ' ■ ' 

The opening being toward the south, the- 
sun can shine into such a liouse front morriirig 
until night, except in midsummer, and sun- 
shine being the most perfect germicide known 
this alone is a valuable consideration, 
.s' ilfithe open side is covered with wire liet- 




above zero. If well made, it will perfectly 
protect them down to this point or even below, 
but wevfjx the limit at 10 aboye.zero ini^order 
to" be perfectly safe. ; As a ' matter of fact -we 
' have knowii one of these fresh-air houses to 
be left with the front open during^zero wpathcr 
withoufany injury to the Rhode Island Reds 
and Barred Plymoutii Rocks housed in it, but 
for less hardy breeds this might not have re- 
sulted in this' satisfactory way. , \ <-'\,-/:.'\ 
Where severe temperatitres are to be, 'ex- 
pected, the curtain-front perch; 'will provide 
certain protection in the coldest weather,' and 
i,iat the same time give the birds plenty of pure, 
ifftesh air, free from carbon dioxide at all times. 
The curtain to be let down in front of the 
perches may be made of common cheap burlap. 
This coarse material, is thick enough to. pre- 
j;yent*injo|rapid current pf 'air from circulating 
aroundHhe 'fowls, and at.ihe same- time: it al- 
lows the oiiter air; to filter in in sufficient quan-f 
tities to keep "f^^ with pure air'' 

"for breathing. 

If the perches extend entirely across the 
room, the curtain should be wide enougli to 
reach across the room also. It should be fas- 
tened to the roof in such a position that when 
'.it:is dropped it will just fail to clear the, front

by pipes or flues has yet been devised which 
has given entire satisfaction. 

A few years ago it was very common to 
find poultry houses, .built as nearly air-tight as 
possible, and supplied with heating apparatus 
more or less elaborate according to the purse 
or inclination of the owner. Tiiose houses 
were tricked out with ventilators of various 
kinds, many of them.;' quite complicated and 
elaborate. ' 'i ■ 'J }■■-'■ 

Fowls kept in . such hotises showed a ten- 
dency to catch cold and to become afflicted 
with roup and other similar diseases, until it 
became tlie general opinion that heating poul- 
try houses was the wrong way to secure the 
greatest comfort for the birds kept in them. 

From this extreme of air-tight construction 
and artificial heat, wc have gone to tiie other 
extreme, and nov/ the open-front poultry 
hPuse is found even in the cpldest parts p| PWr 
country. ' ' ' '■, ' ■ 

VVe have watched the development of the 
fresh-air poultry house for several years, and 
have come to regard it as the best possible 
type for every part of the country. Naturally 
the house best adapted to Florida or California 
will not be the best one for Maine or Montana, 
but with certain modifications which do not 
materially change the principle underlying tlic 
theory of fresh-air houses, this type may be 
used .-with satisfaction- in every ^state in the 
Union.' 

A good many years ago we were employed 
on a steamboat running between Cincinnati 
and N§w Orlcansr Our duties kept us in the 
pilot house a considerable part of tlie time, and 
many times we spent hours there when very 
rougii weather prevailed. The pilot house of 
a river steamer is the highest part of it. It is 
made of glass on all sides and is exposed to 
the weather from every direction. The frames 
in which the glass is set are so made that they 
can be slid to one side in a way that allows the 



ting with mesiies small enough the prevent the 
ingress of the smallest ;predatbryj;animal, such 
as' the! weasel 'and^-thej'rat, it •y/ill; answer "the 
purpose of confining .-the fowls' 'wlieri it is not 
desirable to turn therri out of "^doors during very 
cold weather. 

To protect tlie fowls wlion tlic wcatlier is 
very severe, a cloth cover for the open front 
should be provided. This should be stretched 
on a frame which should be hinged at the top, 
sorthat the; cloth screen may be swung back 
arid fastened to the under side of the roof on 
sunny days or during moderate weather. 

The sun having free access to every part 
of the house, the floor is always well lighted 
and the fowls perfectly comfortai)lc, even if 
kept confined for several days at a time. This 
house is cheaper to build tiian the conibination 
of sleeping room and scratching shed so high- 
';ly ,reco^ ago, as it com- 

bines the two in one aind is better in ever}' way. 

When moderate weather .makes it advis- 
able to leave tiie cloth screen open, the supply 
of fresh air could not I)e more often renewed, 
as the licat of the bodies of the fowls keeps a 
gentle change in pro.gress all the time. Wiicn 
the severe weather makes it better to keep the' 
cloth screen closed, there is :;mplc ventilation, 
as the warm air from the bodies of the fowls 
rises and passes out through the cloth just un- 
der the roof,r 'vvhile the cooler fresh air enters 
at the bottom'; This does not produce a.seh- 
silole current of air, but is rather the gentl,e 
filtering in of fresh, cool air to replace the 
warm tainted air tiiat passes out above. 

The carbon dioxide eliminated by the res- 
piration of tiic fowls being heavier than atmos- 
pheric air, sinks to the level of the floor and 
flows out at the bottom of the open front. 

A fresh-air house of this kind needs no 
other arrangement for the comfort of the 
fowls in those partsioftthe country where the 
temperature doe§. not 'fall below ten degrees 



edge of the dropping board. At the bottom of 
■the curtain- there should be a strip tp, weight 
it down, and the" ■"curtain ' sHould '' He long 
enou,gh to drop a few inches below the drop- 
ping l)oard. 'riic weight on the curtain will 
hold it down and at the same time cause it to 
lie near enough to tlie front of the dropping 
board to prevent a draught at this point. 

If the perches do not extend the entire 
length of tlic room, side curtains should be put 
up atthe end,of theyperches..»o as to meet at 
the corner with the ''front ; curtain, completely 
enclosing the birds in a box-like room, three 
sides of which are bfirlapl; 

Such an arrangement will keep a flock of 
fowls warm and comfortable during the cold- 
est weather. It will allow perfect ventilation, 
prcA'cnt dampness in the poultry house and 
keep it free from bad odors all the time. 
. Talking,, notrdpng ago with a poultrynian 
who i.s usin'g 'this kind of a hoitse, we were told 
that his birds had passed through a severe 
winter without a touch of frost or any symp- 
toms of cold, catarrh or roup. 

While he was using an air-tight house of 
the old style, he was always working vv-itli sick 
fowls, bu': now that he uses a fresh-air house 
he has no trouble and his hens lay regularly 
during the winter. 

It is not ii good plan to allow hens to be- 
come accustomed to close quarters. ;If|they 
are allowed to run put of doors every day wlieii' 
it is possible for -thm , to ;;dO;;sp;^tliey will be 
healthier, hardier and lay inore eggs. 

Let them out every sunny day and every 
other day when the temperature is not below 
twenty degrees. If the air is still and there is 
not fi-esh fallen snow on the ground, cvcii the 
large-combed breeds may be allowed out of 
the house in quite severe weather without be- 
ing injured. Hens do not care for mere cold. 
They are protected against this as far as their 
bodies 'are'iconcernod; but when the snow is 



freshly fallen'^theyfare^lUc^^ combs and 

wattles wet and then ;Ifozen?if ^'allowed to irUn 



at liberty in very severe weather. 

There is much in keeping hens hardened to 
the cold. Keep the house open in the fall ex- 
cept when driving rains prevail, until the 
weather is really cold. Let them run out of ; 
doors every day that it is safe to do so, and r 
encourage them to dig and scratch by having 

.a- straAV pile convenient for- them- to scratch in. 

' 'Feed them all they will eat 'and give them 
grain to dig for between nieals.'' Keep '■ them 
fat and hard at Avork and tliey will not care''for, • 
cold weather, v/hile laying eggs every day. 

The fresh-air house is designed to solve the 
problem of profitable poultry-keeping by keep- 
ing hens healthy and up to .the, highest possible 
point of production. ' , , ^ . ,.'• ■ 

We have seen poultry houses in New Eng- i. 
land in which it\^seemed that hens could hard- ' 
ly live and we would have thought vthcy cpuld; 
not, had we not inquired very closely' intd' the 
results of using fresh-air houses. 

Last fall we described such a house to a 
poultryman in Ohio. He built a fresh-air 
house and the other day we received a letter 
from him saying the house had proved to be 
entirely .satisfactory. _^.\y,e.J^^ this will be 

, the verdict of everybrie who 'ii^^^^ 

We began using close windows several 

■ years ago and as much as fifteen years ago 
say a cloth-front poultry house which gave 
perfect satisfaction. The longer they are uSed . 
the more satisfied the users arc with them. 



MEAT FEEDS FOR POULTRY '■ 

The natural, food i foV'^ poultry— supposing 
them to exist' in a wild-vState— is iinsectivorous 
to a \'ery. large extent; '-^ :Under:isuch 'a ;condi- 
' tion of life, they would only-AobtainYgrain at 
harvest time, and at other : periods iofjthe year 
would exist upon insects and worms, and upon, 
green food (including ' such; seeds\as they, 
might find). 

This is practically how the wild pheasant 
lives, and we may quite well take the pheas->.i 
ant as representing the fowl in a wild.state.i f A 
pheasant shut up in an aviary, like a "doriiestic ? 
fowl kept in a farmyard, probably gets a great . 
deal more food of the solid cereal type than 
does its wild prototype ; in a state of nature its 
only solid food is the insect food and . the 
small amount of seed it finds, the rest being 
vegetable in character, like grass and buds. 
Yet, as a rule, the wild bird is more healthy 
, and certainly as well proportioned as . the do- 
;v'mestic,Uf .not so fat and fleshy. This proves 
the point that' the most important part of a 
wild fowl's food' is that of the insect type; and 
analysis shows that insect food is principally 
nitrogenous, whereas cereal food is mostly 
composed of starch. The former goes to build 
■ l Up; muscle, bone and sinew, the latter to gen- 
erate warmfh. A pheasant does not,. as a rule, 
glut itself with insect food ; it only finds, that 
in small quantity.' -Yet 'what it does find'suf-' 
fices for all its bodily* needs sp far as growth 
is concerned. ' 

The same applies to the domestic fowl; 
give it a very limited quantity of food — or, say, 
iione at all on a farm, and let it work for and 
find , its own living, and what will be the re- 
sult? Simply that it will be very healthy, 
.probably npti.atjall fat, and cei-tainly pnly 
about as pr'ddttctive as a pheasant from the egg 
point of view. Start and feed it liberally on in-„*' 
sect food, however, and it will at once becom^'V 
very productive. If a chicken it will grow, if" 
a hen it will lay. 

You cannot produce the same satisfactory 
result by a purely cereal diet. You must give 
food which is rich in nitrogen. Among cereals 
none are so rich as beans, peas and oats. Poul-s 
try fed on meals should always-have an allow-^' 
ance of the two first named, and of grain TfQm^ 
give so satisfactory a result as the oat. But " 
the proportion of nitrogenous constituents 
in tiicse is found in insect food. Therefore it 
pays to let poultry have a liberal supply of in- 
sect food. If they are at liberty on a farm they 
can generally obtain a fair supply — provided, 
of course, that they are not over-numerous. If: 
they are iiiimerous, however, the supply must : 
be supplemented. In confinement, too, where , 
they have no chance whatever of obtaining it 
for themselves it must be provided. •-i : [; 

Now comes the question, how can a siipplyj 
of insect food be provided where it does notu 
exist, or how can it be supplemented where the^< 
existing supply is insufficient? Well, there 
are two principal foods, which analysis shows 
and experience proves, are excellent substi- 
tutes for insect life. One is bone and the other 
is fibnne meat. To take the latter first it may 
be said .generally that any dried meat is good 
for chicken growth or for egg production, 
provided it is composed of lean rheat. As to 
bone, undoubtedly what is known as "green" 
bone is the best to give poultry. This is sim- 
ply fresh bone granulated by being passed 
through a bone crushing mill, and it contains 
nitrogen, .phosphprus, ; and - other chemical 
constituentsVnecessaryfpr 1^ growth as 
well as for egg production.- Apart from' this , 
its "meatiness" makes it relished' by poultry''" 
even in the raw state, and they will scramble 
greedily for a handful when thrown to them. 
Bone or fibrinc meat should be added to all 
meals in the proportion of 10 per cent, to 20 
per cent., according to circumstances. More is 
--.requjt.ed by chickens than- by laying hens. Its 
' 'tVs'eisKoulcl be regular and systematic if the re- 
sults are to be satisfactory.

The appetite for squabs is no doubt grPw- 
ing in a very healthy manner, and the price 
will probably continue to rise, as game birds 
become scarcer and game laws more strict

ON,EOREIGN|EDUCATION FOR GIRLS 

A very large number, of English-speaking 
parents, from all parts of the British Empire, 
send their daughters to the Continent of Eu- 
rope — to France and Germany, as well as other 
countries — Avith the idea that they shall be able 
to speak at least one foreign language fluently, 
and shall lose some of their insularity by con- 
tact with those who have been brought up in 
circumstances and conditions differing from 
their own. No doubt, too, it is a very good 
thing that at a young and impressionable age 
British girls shouldisec; something ofj-tjje life' 
in other countries,' but it must be admiited' that' 
of the numbers who yearly go abroad', very 
few indeed ever get a working knowledge of 
the foreign language which they are supposed 
to have studied and spoken for a year or so. 

There are various answers to this question, 
and if only parents would exercise a little 
more thought before they pack their daugh- 
ters off to Francejan^l GermaiTy, the results 
would be infinitely better. ■ ' " ' 

First of all, many girls go abroad far too 
young. A foreign tongue should cither be ac- 
(piired in the natural way, when a child is 
cjuite young, and has a foreign nurse or gov- 
erness, from wdiom she picks up the language 
unconsciously,- or much later, when the girl 
has. fihished - her English education, and has 
laid, the foundation,' while at 'school, » of ,a 
knowledge-of French' and German." v -"-^ 

A girl of iCighteen or nineteen is likely to 
acquire knowledge of a foreign language far 
more readily, more rapidly and correctly than 
a girl of fourteen, partly becautic she has learnt 
how to learn, partly because she will want to 
talk it correctly and elegantly, and not nicrclv 
to rattle off foreign phrases so that she may 
make herself understood: soinehow or other by 
her foreign schoolmates, and partly because 
an older girl takes far more intelligent inter- 
est in the customs and ideas of a foreign coun- 
try. v\gain, the older girl, on returning to her 
native land, at nineteen or twenty, is likely to 
continue her study of the language both by 
reading and b}' seeking opportunity 'of ;C6n^ 
verse witli_ foreigners. .'.rv <■ i ■ „v 

The younger girl, pn the contrary;; seldom 
retains more than a mere smattering of the 
slight knowledge she has'. .attained}--r;'andMn;'a 
few years' time she has probably f6''f§;6tten' It 
altogether. 

If an English girl goes to a foreign school 
(by hjigli.sh it will be understood that I mean 
English-speakmg) it is of the utmost import- 
ance that only two or three other English- 
spcalcing girls should be there;. otherwise Jib-is-' 
quite impossible for her to get the'foreigii'pro- 
iiunciation correctly. ' _ 

It is true that the English girls are always 
forbidden to speak their own language, but 
one can quite easily imagine the kind of 
French or German that is sjinken among a set 
of ]'',nglish girl.s in a foreign school- 
It would not come up to the standard do- 
. manded y.^eyen j: at.vi''Stratford-atte-Bowi;,'' of 
which Chaucer's Prioress', was so reasonably 
proud! " _ , ■ ' / ' 

' I remember a delightful school at* Berlin! 
where the girls had a perfectly charming time 
— visited galleries, went to concerts and thea- 
tres, little expeditions into the countiy — but 
they did not learn German ! 

There were about thirty girls, of -whom 
mpreffthan; half were English and American, 
and^theivT.emainder, with the exception of abcnit 
a dozen 'German girls, came fromv till quarters 
of tHp globe ! ' ' f ' r 

\ If a girl is to be sent to a foreign school, she 
should go to one which is primarily meant for 



the girls of that foreign country, not "out- 
landers." 

Jt is (|uitc possible, though by no means 
easy, to find excellent small schools in France 
and Germany, where English girls could easily 
acquire a good knowledge pf-thc language, but 
-parents; should J;be- most careful, and very par- 
ticular abb'Ht''ob'taihing a' personal recommend- 
ation, if possible, f ronir an Eiiglislt . parent, and . 
an interview with a' |^irl who^'has'- beenUo -the 
sclioo! in (juestion. ' '

try, m England or abroad, should, aa a rule,

PersonallyT should always, send my daugh-

This nieans, of course, that she must go ;fo i- 
a large town, or^N-Avithm easy , distance of one ; :

^rnany, where there are excellent classes in 
inost of the towns. 

Many of the professors in the universit)"- 
towns are very glad to take an English girl 
at a moderate price ; and, as German profes- 
.sors and their wives generally h.ave a very 
])leasant social life, an English boarder could 
combine entertaininenti;W 

In Berlin;'"'- Dresclen^^^^^ Hanover, 
Frankfurt arid many other towns, tliere are 
very goocl courses on literature, history, art, 
etc. — corresponding with the uni'i'ersity ex- 
tension courses in England — whicli an Eng- 
lish girl of eighteen or nineteen years of age 
could attend with profit, whereas her younger 
sister would probably find them somewhat 
above her head. , 

In Paris there are courses at the Sorbonne,' 
.which, would be of immense value and interest 
to 'an>English girl, while a year's stay in Paris, 
in a good class familv, might be most delight- 
ful. 

Of course, in the case of a private family, 
even more than in the case of a school, the 
most careful im estigation is required.

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;* ''-.^here are many and many ingenious trick 
shots and fantastical effects connected with 
the billiard balls and billiard table which, in 

: the cycle of passing- events, periodically come 
into the, .billiaidist's mind. They arc mostly 
oId-tim,ersi and,^ cry of "Chestnut!" does 

greet .the performance of some of them, their 
favoritism does not die out; .^At' Christmas the 
oldest things become the newest again; they 
get a fresh lease of life amid the Yulctide cere- 
monies. With the billiard table so plentifully 
to be found in the average household, there are 
other and better means of finding fresh amuse- 
ment from its use than introduction of minia- 

, ture parlor football, croquet, or clock-golf inci- 
dentals. These are well enough in their way, 
but they rather cause the billiard table to lose 
its self-respect and its allotted position as king 
of all indoor games. The billiard table must 
be treated with becoming grace, and it will 

. yield the fullest meed of instruction and amuse- 
ment. 

In every little circle it is almost an assured 
thing that someone or another has not heard _ 
or known of the trick and illusory shots which 
are made the subject of thia .week's article No 
diagram can do more than sbt idfth the differ- 
ent groupings., of the balls^; 'i.^liiese are very 
squiless as compared with the movements 
which follow the trick treatment. Take, for 
instance, Position r on the first of the dia- 
grams. That cold-looking placing of the three 
balls in a line can hardly be suspected to create 
the actual amount of merriment and wasted 
effort which comes with the attempt to send 
one white ball on to the other without touch- 
ing the red ball by a direct course, that is to 
say,- without playing from a cushion. The 
balls. may be set anywhere from half an inch 
to two or three inches apart. Say that the 
player is using the white ball nearest the side- 
cushion against which a representation of a 
cue is placed. The trick is to strike this ball, 
then knock the centre-ball (the red) away with 
the side of his cue to allow a clear passage for 
. the played ball, omta.t^^^^ 
ball/ Naturally, if the middle ball is npt^ -re- 
moved very smartly the playing ball will cbnie 
into contact with it and spoil the shot. I'guar- 
antee the trying of this fancy shot to cause a 
considerable amount of amusement, if not to 
tiie player, most certainly to the spectators. 
There will be noticed a feverish desire by the 
performer to accomplish that most difficult of 
all tasks— trying to do two things at one and 
the same time, namely, in the gentle touch on 
the cue-ball, and the immediate - sideways 
clearance of the red. The cue will/as ioften-as 
not, in the hands of a novice, -ifail in: its office 
and miss either ball. Then; too, a bare grazing 



of tne*cue-bairwill be followed by a wild slash 
at the second objective. On occasion, too, 
when the player lias been rendered desperately 
ferocious 'and determined, one ponderous 
sweep will send alF three balls flying all over 
the table. Besides its first motive, of a hum- 
orous nature, the shot possesses the merit of 
being likely to gain for anyone who tries it a 
delicate "touch," for it is only by the . most 
delicate of touches on the cue-ball, a marked

steadiness of the "bridge" hand, and a sureness 
of cue-delivery that it can be made. There- 
fore, any time spent on this exercise, which 
can be extended by placing any number of in- 
tervening red balls between the two whites, 
and knocking. them separately away with a 

vpenduluin-like' 'swinging of the cue, will bring

A trick cannon, pure and simple; r ma:y be 
made with the-balls placed 'as ' in' Position 2. 



^he player tells the company that he will 
make a cannon without touching either ball. 
It is quite an easy thing for him to do so. as by 
striking the cushion-cap (the upper ledge ot 
the cushion) the vibration causes the ball 
which is lying against there to roll gently on to 
the other two fo^thfe^^;anhonJ:«^ more sub- 
tle, however, i.s'' the 'ca'nnon^^ influ-. 
ence" or "telepathic sympathy," which the op- 
erator, in his preliminary addi^ess, informs the 
onlookers he will make without the use of a 
cue, or without touching the balls in any way 
whatever, or perceptibly disturbing them. Ho 
is willing to make the cannon with any one of 
the three balls forming the triangle marked as 
Position 3. This being named, he places both 
hands together upon the table behind the se- 
lected ball, but clearly not touching it. -Then, 
^\'itli some more or less commanding terms, 
such as "Go forth, Avhite ball, and cannon," the 
ball gently runs on, and the clear click I click! 
of the double contact is heard. Using all three 
balls in turn as the medium of his magical 
powers, the performer gives not the slightest 
inkling to the uninitiated' as to how he gives 
the resting balls the impetus to roll against 
one another. But the thing is quite simple. 
Between the thumb and' forefinger of the un- 
der-hand, which is covered from view by his 
other hand, is a needle. This is inserted into 
the cloth, which is then lifted by under-])rcs- 
sure, and the ball just in front gets a slight 
downhill tilt, sufficient to bring about the 
cannon. - ; • ■ . , 

AnotheV very tricky shot is tb'be ihade with 
the balls placed as in position 4. The red ball 
is tight against the cushion, one of the white 
balls all but touches it, and the second white is 
some four or five inches away, and in a 
straight line behind the other two. The player 
stipulates to make a cannon with the centre 
ball, using the cue. It is almost impossible for 
the average billiard player to make the shot in 
the ' ofrdinary straightaway fashion, for it will 
be found no easy matter to withdraw the cue 
in time to prevent its ''meeting the cue-ball as it 
is "kissed" away from the red and on its way 
to effect the cannon. Therefore, to save any 
trouble and annoyance of this kind the trick- 
stroke expert just sends the cue-tip to barely 
clear the top of it. lie lets the cu : tip go 
sharply, for^yard and 1 strike the red ball— high 
up, of course— sufficiently hard to cause it to 
rebound from the cushion and force the central 
on to the second- white for what looks to be a 
genuinely played cannon. It is, of course, 
nothing of the kind, as the further ball only, 
and not the centrally-placed one, has been 
struck. If played quickly the shot, provides 
quite an optical illusion. The position 5 de- 
picts a very hoary-headed subterfuge stroke. 
Setting the two white balls side by side 



against the middle of the top cushion, ahd'sur- 
mounting them with the red ball, which di- 
vides its seat between the under balls and the 
cushion, the fancy-scroke exponent claims to 
be able to strike the red ball, playing with a 
fourth ball from the D without striking either 
of the two white I balls , it is poised upon. He 
does so, too, in quil;e simple fashion and with- 
out any flying leap, a la pool-basket displays.

Banging his' nanH' lleavily upon the table'v^'a^^ 
soon as he lias sent the cue-ball upon its mis- 
sion, the concussion causes the red ball to 
leave its pedestal and fall upon the table, to 
meet the shock of the approaching cue ' all, a 
complete deception, almost unworthy the 
name of a billiard stroke. 

But for attractiveness and well-arranged 
placing the two movements illustrated. by posi- 
tions 7 and 8 upon the second diagram stand 



out alone. The first of these I had the pleastire 

of seeing a good many years ago now. It was 
performed by one John North, a' celebrated 
professional billiardist of the eighties and early 
nineties. lie was a quaint character and as 
original a contortionist at the billiard table as 
the game may ever know. He would wriggle 
and writhe, and make wild slashes with his 
cue,;i.jvhen<,tjic contemplated stroke was in 
doubt; "The professor of the gentle art of 
billiards mostly takes these things unmoved 
and in good form. ■ iBut North let the primi- 
tive emotions overcome him badly, for all that 
he was a very strong-willed and dependable 
match player. There is many a story con- 
cerning him and hi?, exploits. However, for 
the. moment his display which he used to term 
the "pot-the-glass and cannon shot" is . of 
greater intei-est. North would.borrow a nar- 
row "long-sleeved" glass tumbler and place it 
against a lower side-cushion, with a billiard 
ball set at the mouthpiece. Across the table, 
just below the facing middle pocket, he would 
put a red and a white ball side by side Then 
a light touch of his finger-tips, after some pre- 
paratory and wizard-like passes, with his two 
haqds, would send the glass rolling away from 
its resting place by the cushion. With the 
swing of the glass, out would come the ball it 
held and run across the table to- cannon upon 
the other two balls. In the meantime, the 
glass, taking a semi-circular course, wheeled 
round to the pocket and, heeling over, disap- 
peared, in dramatic fashion, into the netting— 
a truly good-looking finish. 

Position 8 gives.;a position wherefrom .the 
Australian champibiigE^i^Weiss, gave a similar 
demonstration to;;5itHafe^supplied by North. 
Weiss, however, . employed a wineglass that 
had to traverse an avenue of billiard . balls, 
collision with any one of which meant disas- 
ter to the frail little vessel. This supplied a 
pretty effect, too. But, perilous as the career 
of the wineglass seemed to be, its safe progress 
to the pocket was always assured. The, secret 
of these two movements lies in the circular 
rolling of the glasses. Their radius of swing 
from a point marked upon the cushion (a 
blacklead dot at either end on the cushion-cap 
will suffice) can easily be gauged by a few ex- 
perimental rolls, so that the pocketing process 
cannot fail. The one thing to avoid is a rough 
handling of the glass as it is pushed off.- This, 
cannot be executed too tenderly, yet, of coufsei 
with sufficient strength to enable- the pocket t^^^^^ 
be reached. A very few trials will make the 
thing quite, clear. .. .. . . 

By the way, there is an old-standing bil- 
liard conundrum which may bear revival. ■: It 
is, "What made the red ball blush?" and the 
answer comes fittingly, "When it saw the two 
whites 'kiss' in the corner !" , .• • 




More than three months have elapsed since 
it was announced that astronomers at Green- 
wich and Heidelberg had rediscovered the 
presence of lialley's comet on its return from a 
journey of many thousands of millions of miles 
in the realms ,of boundless space.' To .the lay 
mind, among, the most difficult things to grksp 
intelligently are astronomical distances. We 
are of the earth, earthy. Our globe is 25,000 
miles;in circumference, arid that may be taken 
as about the limit of our comprehension of dis- 
tances. As the earth revolves upon its a.xis 
once in 24 hours we admit that a point on the 
equator spins round at a rate of a little more 
than a thousand miles an hour. Even this ve- 
locity is hard for us to understand, because in 
the ordinary affairs of our daily lives we large- 
ly confine ourselves to such speeds as are at- 
tained by railway trains and steamships. For 
an express train to maintain a constant speed 
of; 60 miles, an hour for six^ours, or a .Cunard- 
er'to maintain one uniform rate of progress of 
30 ,knots..Tan hour across the Atlantic,, -would 
be worth columns of description in the news- 
papers. Astronomers, on the other hand, revel 
in dealing with stupendous figures, v.'hich, 
however, are small in comparison with the ex- 
tent of infinite space. The Southcasfern Fast 
Express is a stationary object, and the "Flying 
Dutchman" the slowest of tortoises when con- 
trasted with the speeds attained by worlds in 
their headlong careers through space. We sec 
that our earth revolves on its axis at the rate of 
a thousand milts an hour,' but it has quite an- 
other movement — its orbital course along an 
enormous ellipse round the sun, so enormous, 
indeed, that although it is traveling in this case 
at the rate than a thousand miles a minute it 
occupies a complete 3'ear ih making the circuit! 
'i'iie first movement insures us a regular suc- 
cession of day and night; the second move- 
ment of the seasons of the year. Like the earth 
and other planets and comets, Plalley's comet 
is also hurrying along on an elliptical track 
round the sun, but no two objects follow the 
same path, and no two ellipses are equal in cir- 
riiit-. yet infinite as they are in iheir variety all 
are subject to the most wonderful laws regu- 
lating their every movement. Some faint con- 
ception of the immensity of the distance round 
the ellipse described by Halley's comet is af- 
forded by the statement that while it is trav- 
eling at about the same speed as the' earth on 
its orbit it takes the comet 75 years to com- 
plete its course. The planet Neptune occupies 
165 years in Avorking roujiid its orbit, but his 
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-'irate of travel is slow, only about 200 miles a 
minute. On the other hand, Vulcan, spinning 
along at- the frightful speed of nearly 3,000 
niiles a minute, takes less than twenty days to 
ge.t j-Qund its course. These facts will enable 
the ordinary reader to realize why Halley's 
comet, whose presence was detected, on. the 
photographic plates more than brie hundred 
days ago, is still invisible to the naked eye^vand 
will remain so until next March, despite-; -the/ 
furious speed at which , it is approachingi.' -., ; . 
Taking a Photograph • • - 
What is as marvelous as the bewildering 
figures quoted is the fact that astronomy has 
become such an exact science that events oc- 
curring in Starr}- space can be calculated years 
in advance with astonishing accuracy. Eclip- 
ses of the sun and of the moon, conjunctions, 
oppositions, and occultations of the planets, 
are familiar instances of the reliability of the 
work performed by astronomers, for -iyfe know 
from our almanacs the principal celestial 
evenis of the coming year, worked out to'the 
minute or even to the second. But our every- 
day almanacs only glean the facts from that 
great work the Nautical Almanac, which is 
published about three years in advance, so that 
it shall be in the hands of mariners in all parts 
of the world in time to^supply them with abso- 
lutely necessary information relating to the 
year with which it deals. Englishmen arc en- 
titled to be prG-.;d of the work accomplished by 
Messrs. Cowell and Crommelin, members of 
the staff at the Royal Ob.servatory, Green- 
wich, in ]5rcparing an cphemeris, or table of 
particulars relating to the position, of Hal- 
ley's comet, which has been recognized for its 
reliability not only by our own but by all for- 
eign astronomers also. The computations 
showed that the comet had passed the orbit of 
giant jujjitcr last spring, but it was then so 
far distant in space that it was useless attempt- 
ing to discover its wherealiouts by any means 
at the command of scientific men, who knew 
that, they nuist wait several more months be- 
fore the object came into "view," not of the 
naked eye, or of the most powerful telescope 
in existence, but of the photographic plate— 
the astronomer's unerring handmaid. Messrs. 
Cowell and Crommelin had determined, in ad' 
dition vu the facts as to the position of the' 
comet from day to clay, practically the date on 
which it would become photographically vis- 
ible. On September 9 a plate was expo.sed at 
Greenwich Observatory, directed, not towards 
the sky generally,- but towards a particular 
spot in the blue vault of heaven when the care- 
fully, worked out figures said that the comet 
must be. . After b.alf an hour's exposure the 
plate was examined, but ..unfortunately . the 
much sought-after stranger was not detected. 



Two days later, on September 11, Professor 
Wolf, at lieidelbcrg, went through the same 
process, and, lo and behold! there was Halley's 
comet in the centre of the plate! Of course, 
it had in the interval of forty-eight hours re- 
duced the distance between us by a few mil- 
lions of miles. On the announcement of the 
discovery the Greenwich plate of the 9th was 
more closely exaitjined, and there, unques- 
tionably, -was the fuzzy indication of the first 
appearance of our interesting visitor, on re- 
turning from the world beyond our ken. It all 
reads like a fairy tale, a scientific romance 
quite beyond the capacity of the writer of fic- 
tion to concoct. Truth is indeed stranger than 
fiction and it will be so until the end' of Time. 
Plates have since been exposed at many ob- 
servatories _ on num,ero,us occasions, and all 
have cotnbrned to attest'- the accuracy of the 
English eph'emeric,' which for all practical pur- 
poses has been acctirate to within a hairs- 
breadth, .so to speak.. At any rate, the ordin- 
ary reader would not be able to comprehend 
the minuteness of the error. But advantage 
is taken of the results of every observation to 
re-examine the calculations and to readjust 
the epheriieris, so that the tables for future use 
arc becoming more, and more accurate. Not 
until more than two, months after the. comet 
was detected on the photographic plate did it 
become visible through a telescope, and dur- 
ing the past six weeks it has been frequently 
viewed in this way. Those who are not pos- 
sessed of powerful telescopes must, for t'.ie 
-present, possess their souls in patience, fully 
relying upon the assurance of astronomers 
that the comet is certainly on the way towards 
us, arid. .will, before Idtig become visible to the 
naked ey el { . ' ; 

The Discovery 'of Ne'ptune' » ' 

To the uninitiated the whole business of 
predicting the movements of the planets and 
other celestial bodies is the profouiulcst of 
mysteries, but even the most illiterate person 
in the land recognizes the fact that ast;-ononii- 
cal events, which in ])ast ages were regarded 
simply as portents of some great calamity, can 
no longer be regarded as mysteries. The cer- 
tain knowledge of what is going to happen at 
some fiiture dates robs the incident of its im- 
aginary terrors. The computations for de- 
termining an cphemeris are extremely coni- 
l)licated and ..abstruse, involving a '^perfect 
knov/lcdgc of the higher mathenL-itics, so that 
it is not necessary here to enter upon the de- 
tails of the methods employed. Ordinary 
readers can, however, learn somethipgf;.iofi'j'the , 
general principles involved, and thtis ? bcf the 
better able to appreciate what is being done 
at Greenwich and . elsewhere. Most -persons 



have seen the feats of the juggler, keeping a 
number of balls playing round his head. Deft- 
ly throwing them up before him, behind him, 
and sideways he maintains themjalhin;;pHerfect; 
movement, each ball tracing its owii curvei'-br' ■ 
orbit, yet although the balls may cross each 
other's orbits the game is so well played that 
in what seems to be a confused mass collisions 
very rarely occur. This may be accepted as a 
rough analogy of the problems which are be- 
ing constantly solved for our benefit by as- 
tronomers, only the juggler deals with a few 
balls, while the astronomers have thousands in 
play— planets, comets, etc., varying enormous- 
ly in size, in their rate of traveling, and in tlie 
length of their orbits, these vaiiations serving 
to greatly complicate the calculations. But all 
things in the universe are subject to rules gov- 
erning their every movement; perfect har- 
mony reigns thrqughp.utj:the,;wh^^^ sys- 
tem. Not only have altibodies' their 6w pro- 
gressiye.niotiqnv but- they act and re-act upon 
each ''other,' checking or accelerating each 
other's speed or diverting each other from the 
regular line of advance — the law of gravitation 
is universal. These influences depend upon 
the size and the density of each body, and the 
distances separating them. It will thus be 
seen that the complexities are amazing in their 
difficulties, for before scientists cari ho'pe to 
arrive, at an approximately true result it is ne- 
cessary "to make allowance for the influence 
exerted , by everybody which may be within 
measurable distance. When Plallcy applied 
the principles to the comet in 1682 his result 
was not quite correct, for instead of reappear- 
ing in 1757 it did not arrive until 1759. The 
error is easily accounted for. The planets 
Uranus and Neptune were not known to exist, 
and consequently their influence on the 
comet's progress had not entered into Halley's 
computations. Parenthetically, it may be re- 
market! that errors of ^this*''hature have fre- 
quently led to the discovery of hitherto un- 
known celestial bodies, for astronomers com- 
jiare their records of observed facts, and if 
they all agree amongst themselves, and the 
actual events arc not quite in accordance with 
their conclusions,, the.n, /..the , inference is that 
there must be sorrie ^is^urfeini^ iriflu^^^ 
has not yet been discovered. This stitnulates 
keen competition, which usually ends in the 
disclosing of the presence of a new planet, or 
a new satellite to a planet, or some other body. 
Theoretical considerations of this nature led 
to the practically simultaneous discovery, on 
paper, of the planet Neptune, by Adams, the 
.'Br.itish'rastroiiomcr, and Leyerriej^i^th.eiErench 
astfono'mer, in 184S, and its; actual^iscovefy, 
in space, in September, 1846. There was some- 
thing far away in space -which interfered with 



the 'results at which they arrived, and their 
determination to know what and where,,- that, 
something was resulted eventually in the • dis- 
covery of Neptune, at a distance of nearly 
''three thousand millions of miles from our sun 
— it is, so far as is at present known, our most 
distant planet, and, as stated above, it requires 
165 of our years to make its course round the 
sun. It is not visible to the naked eye owing 
to its enormous distance from us. Hundreds 
of minor planets were discovered within the 
past century. 

Comets' Tails. 

The tails of comets are probably the most 
interesting feature for the general publicTrri. 
great flaming swords extending over- riiiljibns 
of miles. What piay be the pirecise, nature of 
their composition is not knovvri, but 'the whole 
thing is so supremely flimsy that it has been 
said the material of the whole tail could be 
placed in a bushel measure, and this ma)-- be 
scattered over ten, twenty, or more millions of 
miles. One curious circumstance connected 
with it, and one which we shall be able to see 
for ourselves, is that as the comet approaches 
the sun its tail will be following in the, rear, 
but \yhen the nucleus has got round the sun 
and is heading away into space again its tail 
"will be in front, the comet, like a dog, pursuing 
its own tail. In other words, the tail is on 
that side of the comet which is away from the 
sun. Why this should be so is still a matter 
for discussion. Some authorities suppose it to 
be due to a force, electrical or other, emanat- 
ing from the sun driving the tenuous tail 
away. Other^ have a theory that Avhatever 
may be the power producing such a freak it 
will eventually be found that the comet itself 
supplies it. This is a question which cari be 
discussed only by specialists. For the ordin- 
ary reader it is sufficient to direct attention to 
the curiosity, so as to look for it when the 
time comes. It has been estimated that there 
are in all about seventeen millions of comets 
in the universe. Astronomers have observed 
hundreds of them and studied their move- 
ments, but very few comets can be seen with 
the _ naked eye. Donati's Comet in 1858 and 
Encke's in i^8i are the last ones seen by the 
public. It is, therefore, rea.sonablc to assert 
that the return of lialley's Comet will excite 
the interest of all classes, a new generation 
having grown, up since Encke's Comet was 
visible.

No, distinctly, Daircn is not suggestive of 
snipe, particularly ii you chance upon it, as 
wc did. in mid-winter. That was why tltc gun 
slept idly in its case; ancl we .solaced ottrselyes 
with a game facetiously' styled golf, and 
played on the' outskirts of the town in a waste 
of empty kerosene tins, broken bottles, and rci- 
use heaps generally. Played under such cir- 
cumstances the game could scarce be called 
exhilarating; but it was at all events better 
than nothing at all, and. indeed, it was to this 
aimless knocking about of golf balls that wc 
were ultimately indebted, in the first instance, 
fbrfptlier and better entertainment subsequent- 
ly obtainecl with J a' gun. For, as luck would 
havVit, we'tti-bve a ball one driz?:ling afternoon 
in May by mischance far up the side of a hill, 
and when we went to pick it up nearly picked 
up a snipe instead, and presently up got an- 
other; and Ave inferred that if there are tAvo 
snipe on a stony hillside there might be manj' 
mqreMnianvet valley. 

The' difficulty lay in finding the Avct val- 
v' ley. Then we suddenly remembered 'a.- place 
down by the sea Avhich answered to this- de- 
scription ; a forlorn stretch of bare mud it 
had been when avc saw it first in winter, and 
promptly pronounced it hopeless. But Avho 
knows? And thus it befell that on the morn- 
ing of May 8 one of us, armed Avith a i2-borc 
;gun:iian4-sa^ but 
. -Av^ithbuti a- game-carrier, leStliic "^tutelary spii^it 
•or, demon of! the place should be iiiffended, sal- 
lied'fortlron^ cpiest. At cvening^l%"returneil 
Avith the very modest bag of five snipe and a 
pigeon, having seen eight birds. In the coun- 
try of few snipe a man Avill take a day's jour- 
ney to shoot one: so on the nth ot the mouth 
Avc both went out, and again on the 14th. The

record. The, birds, Averc then in full flight for* 
their breeding places in the far north, and wc 
determined to make a day of it. At daj-break 
we were on the march, making our Avay 
straight across the hills at the back of the 
towii instead of by the main road to the sea. 
We did this because hard by the brickfields 
. . under the hills lay a long green ^idllp;\y0yhich 
looked damp and promising. Oil tllis'^particit- 
lar morning it did not answer its appearance, 
so Avithout further ado wc made direct for the 
gcip through Avhich the remains of an old Rus- 
sian military road led right into the valley of 
our destination. The path Avas steep and A-ery 
stony, and the sun was already sufficiently

lieutenant-governor of tlib Northwest Tcrritor->

■was appointed a member of Mr. Macdougall's 
council. Capt. and Mrs. Cameron accompanied 
Ish-. Macdougall and the other members of the 
council and party to Pembina. i>rcparatory to 
taking over the government when handed over 
to Canada, which was arranged to takc p.la^c;

Kiel at Head of French Half Breeds : 
Before Mr. McDougall and his party reach-; 
cdVJ^einbinaV Louis,:Ri,el had placed himself at

• ^■fiSi'^tl^oj't.. '(Jar ry; where Mr. McTavish, the 
gSv^rtior of the Hudson's Bay Co.. was dying 
of consumption, and organized a government. 

The government at Ottawa appointed the 
Grand Vicar Tiiibcault, a resident of Fort 
Garry, Col. dcSalaberry, and Donald- A. 
Smith, the chief factor of the Hudson Bay Coi, 
at ji'Iontreal, commissioners to deal with the 
insurredtidh as. best they could. At^ that time 
there was no .means of reaching Fort Garry 
except via St. Paul, and not a man or a musket 
could be sent tluough the United' States. Mr. 
Macdougall's instructions were to go to Fort 
Garry as a private citizen, until notified that 
the transfer of the territory to Canada had 
taken place, when he would, open an office as 
lieutenant-goxernor. ■ 
. ^^^l^en he reached the Hudson*s Bay post, 2 
miles' north of the United States It 'undary at 
Pembina, he was met by a force of twenty- 
five armed half-breeds with an order from 
liiel, forbidding him to. remain in the territory 
on pain of death. v. 
The Return to Pembina , 
He and his party returned to Pembina, 
with the exception of Capt. ' Cameron, who 
proceeded on the way to Fort Garry. Hearing 
that there was a large armed force on the road, 
he left Mrs. Cameron and her maid at Scratch- 
ing River and drove on with his man servant.' 
At Si. Norbert, nine miles south of Fort 
Garry, he met some 300 half-breeds under 
arms who took him prisoner and sent him 
back to Pembina. He took his wife with him 
on the way. Their horses, waggon and l)ag- 
gage were all seized by Riel's forces. Pcm-. 
bina was mostly a log and mud, village ahd 
tlie only house they could obtain was a log hut . 
three-quarters of a mile from any other house.- 
Mrs. Le May, their nearest neighbor, told my- 
'daughter that a few months previously a party 
of Gree Indians came to their house in the af- 
ternoon and asked for bread, They returned 
at sundown and proved their gratitude by say- 
ing, "You very good. These fellows will not 
trouble you any more,"' Avhen they opened a 
shawl and showed her the scalps of every man,' 
woman andichildaf : att^cncampmen^ 
Indians on the Canadian Ijorde^^^^^^^^^ 
had just wiped out. ■ ■ •; ' : ': : ';.;■.. : 

The- feeling against the Canadians in Pern- - ; 
bina was very strong, owing to the fact bccom-;;0, 
ing known that Col. Dennis, acting for ?i[r. 
jN'Iacdoitgall.was endeavoring to raise thcln- 
!dians against Ricl and notliing'wris so dreaded 
lis an Indian rising. Soon after Captain and 
i!Mrs. Cameron had to give up their quarters. 

■'J'he maid became alarmed, and went to Fort 
Carry. The,,.man servant had been sent there 
to endeavor to recover. ' their baggage. Mr. 
Ivlacdougall sent for Capt. Cameron, and thus ., 
my daughter was left alone. In stalked a 
strapping Indian, all war-paint and • feathers. 
She thought the best thing she could do was to 
feed liim. She cooked everything in the hou.se 
► — potatoes, meat and bread. When all was 
consumed — and these Indians will cat at a 
meal enough to last for three weeks — he had 

'grown to a very large size. As he could not 
speak a word of English or French, he evinced 
Ids gratitude by patting his protruberant 
stomach with a guttural ha I ha I ha ! and left: 
Started Out for Fort Garry 
My poor wife was much alarmed when she 
learned the position of our only daughter. She 
told me I must go and bring her home. I left 
Halifax immediately for Ottawa (December 
3rd, in the City of Antwerp, via Nev; York), 
where I met D. A. Smith, now Lord Strath- 
cona, who was just preparing to leave for Fort 
Garry," The Grand Vicar Thibfeaillt and Col. 
deSalaberry had preceded iliim sdmc ten days 
previously. In saying good'hye to Sir J. 
M.acdonald, of Ottawa, he said to me : "I hope ' ' 
you will be able to get into Fort Garr3^ As no 
letter can now reach us from there and we aie 
absolutely ignorant of what is taking place," 

Mr. vSmith, Mr. IJardi.sty, his wife's I)rolhcr 
and I left Ottawa on December 13, The 
weatlier was 30 degrees below zero. We 
reached Cliicago, via Toronto, on i4tii, 10 
o'clock p. m,^ and St. Paul, <) p. m. ; i6th rcatih- 
cd St. Cloud, the termination of the railway, at

By the most direct route from Fprt'Aber- 
crombic to Pembina across the prairie the dis- 
tance is 200 miles, but the Red River is so cir- 
"cuitous between these points that it is 600 
miles. AVe struck 'across the treeless prairie, 
making the points on the Red River for dinner 
and night. Along t.hc margin of the river the 
land for sonic fifty yards in width is some ten 
feet lower and that belt is covered ..with forest 
trees. At night ,we stoppled iiin^^heiifprest belt 
and made a large fire from the fallcn^J, 'timber. 
There was about a foot of snow on .th&'groiind, 
which we cleared away -with a shovel; put an 
India rubber cloth on the ground, our mattress 
on that and then our blankets and buffalo skin 
over all. W'e lay in the open air with our feet 
to the fire which rarified the air and made us 
quite comfortable. 

The Keen Cold of the Prairie 
The last house at which we dined before 
ircaching'.Abcrcrombic on the prairie they gave 
iisCsbiSie broiling elk. ^Ve asked them if they 
could • .let us .have a hind quarter,? ojEi.tliis;;same. 
The landlord took'ifs tb'ah-outhbuse^^^w^^ 
fine elk were standing like horses in a stall all 
frozen stiff. AVe had a box about ten feet- 
square prepared for our journey bv the agent 
of the Hudson's Bay Co., at St. Paul. It con- 
tained potted chicken, tongue, etc., brandy, 
-vyhiskey, wine, with bread, biscuits and cake, 
etc:: We fried the elk in butter with potatoes 
and ate that Avitlv bread and drank tea by the 
pintl 'At Fort Abercrombie we set a tin pail of 
new milk out at night and it was frozen solid. 
AVc cut a piece of that with a hatchet and put 
it in the tea. When the elk was finished we 
took to fat pork with potatoes instead. The 
ozone we were breathing constantly w-as so 
stimulating that we tasted nothing stronger 
than tea,. and when we rea.chcd Pembina Mr. 
Smith gave the box we had never opened to 
my: daughter. ' 

: To resume, wc reached Grand Forks on the 
22nd at 10.30, where avc saw the Indians fish-: 
ing on the river; slept at Antoine Girard's log' 
house; started at 4 a. m. 23rd; dined (?) at 
North River at 8.30 ; horse being very tired, we 
walked the last eight miles. It was very cold. 
Wc camped half way between Salt River and 
,^ktl^^SrftJ]Rit"S%.ph' the:.24th we started, af- 
tef'a*c6ia Tiigtit^'a^^ at 8 a.m.; 

reached Big Point at i o'clock a. ni.rr-12. miles 
from our camp and 80 miles from' Pembina. 
Had our dinner at ir p. m. ; stopped at Two 
Rivers for tea, and drove on with Antoine Gir- 
ard, arrivin.g at Pembina at 11 p. m. Christ- 
mas Eve. Capt. Cameron was then occupying 
the log house creeled by l.\v. Macdougall for. 
his party.-^ , 

Wli'en I went in, Fmma sat up in bed and- 
said, "What did you come for?" 

The next day a young woman, a daughter 
of Mr, Cavalier, the postmaster, was taken ill 
and jis there was no doctor in the ])lacc I was 
requesto-1 to sec her. It was an hysterical at- 
tack and yielded readily to treatment. 
The Strong Desire to Enter Fort Garry 
Mr. Smith went on to the Hudson's Bay 
company post, two miles north of Pembina. I 
wished to go on to Fort Garry with him, but 
he said that would not.do, as all at Fort Garry 
knew the active part I had taken in bringing 
about Confederation, ^'\nc\\ had caused all 
their troubles. I told him I had promised Sir 
J. A. jMacdonald to get into Fort Garry and 
that I intended to do so. Mr. Smith said he 
woiild get them to allow me to g(j in to see Mr. 
McTavish, who was very ill, and let me know 
as soon as possible. - 

Sunday, the 26th, hearing nothing, I asked 
Mr. Ronle'tte, the American customs officer, if 
he would take' me to Fort Garry. He said if he 
could get a pass from Col. Stutsman he would. 
Col. Stutsman was a very clever official of the 
United States, who had be9ii born without any, 
legs, but one of I\[r, Riel's confidential advis-

ers. He told Roulette that if he had the power 
he woid<l,:npt4.^ai-(^ to do it, as it would com- 
promise';th'e':'.^rhcn(3an . government.

a loaf of plain bread; .When -\ve reached the

I soon got hold of the point- 
ers and then the star. 1 said : "We are all right 
my boy. Turn the horse's head this way, and 
haw or gee a.s I direct. 1 sat in the carriole and 
kept the horse's head in line with the star. 
When we had proceeded in this way for some 

.,tinie>the ,boy said:' . "Here is a man's track 
crossing tts." I decided to follow it and pre- 
ceded the horse. In rbout half a mile, I struck ■ 
the Red River and following the iraCk crossed 
it and went up ilie oihcr side where we saw a 
light. A French half-brocd and his wife, 
neither of whom could sjjcak .English, had 

!gone..tlicrc (to Little I<ake) llirec months be- 
fore- to' get out wood for making cart-wheels. 
He built a log cabin and stable - where- he kept 
his cow and horse. We explained wc were 
lost and received a warm welcome. His wife 
fried some deer he had killed and made galute 
before the fire from English flour. Tlic tea 
and su.gar were from England via the Hud- 
son's B.ay, and with cream and fresh "butter, 
made a delicious supper. As there were neith- 
er table nor chairs, she spread a piece of Ea-St 
India matting on the floor, and served- the sup- 
]3er on thati I rolled myself up in •'the buffalo 
robe, and with nly feet, to .tlie'f ire slep^^ sound- 
ly. We arrived a tithatfplace'^a 

The next mdrnjng, 'nur hosts put- us on the 
road. We stopped at Clive's, Scratching Riv- 
er, where we had dinner. The ho.st and his 
wife were l)oth half-l)reeds, and .some of their 
children were like Indians, while others had 
li,ght hair, jjJue eyes and light complexions. 

This reminded me of "Walker, on Intcr- 
Marriage,'.' whose theory, was 'that: the intro- 
duction of aninials is. by halves. ' '' 

We re^Glie#Rmere^^ at 6 p.m., where 
I wciit, asW^leafo'Fathcr Richot's house. 



It proved to be the St. Norbert Nunnery. Two' 
young ladies. Sister McGregor and Sister Ricl 
received me. I. told them who I was, fud that 
I was on my way to see Mr. Riel, and had 
been advised to consult Father Richot. After 
consulting with the Lady Superior, they said 
:she,^islieidi«thcm^^ 
"Richdtft'w'Ouid 'rip lio^feMiforefihi^ 
and if I would rematin'they would make nic as 
comfortable as they.'Muld. They gave me a 
good sujjper and had~tlie boy and horse taken 
care of. After further consulting with' the 
Lady Superior, they . said she did not know 
that Father Richot would return tomorrow 
noon, and that, as my time was valuable, if I 
wotdd -write a letter to Mr. Riel, they would 
provide a messenger and send it- I thanked 
them, and said, I would write a^ letter. I wrote 
until the messenger was Yeady, then, without 
giving them time fo'r any further consultation 
I said it was absurd for me to send a letter 
when I could go myself, I folded up my letter 
put on my coat, cap, and gloves, bade the sist- 
ers good-night with many thanks, and drove 
away. My driver, Theophile Biste, was a 
Canadian Frenchman, who could not speak 
En"glish;;>.;He drove me some nine miles, on the 
cast side of Red river, until opposite Fort Gar- 
ry, where he crossed on the ice into the mouth, 
of the Assiniboine, up to a postern gate of Fort 
Garry. He struck three loud blows on the gate,, 
sung out the pass word, when it was opened by 
a sentry, and we drove in. Biste asked me to 
remain there until he returned, which he did 
in a short time, wdien he asked me to follow 
him. He then took me from one room to 
another until, we had passed through some 300 
armed mc«,' with thick overeoats on,- and tlicir 
muskets .^tacked. :

He said, "Yo.u must have 
seen ■ Captain Cameron's servant on the road 
between here and St. Norbert, as I sent him 
with one of my constables to bring the man 
here who has the horses and wagon." I said 
"I had never seen Capt. Cameron's servant and 
would not know him." Riel then said, "If you 
will return with the man -who brought 3'ou 
here, and remain at his house until four o'clock 
tomorrow, I -will undertake that all the things 
belonging to your daughter shall be there.'- I 
said, You are very kind, but as I am here, 
would it not be well for me to go into town 
see the person who has these things in his 
possession?" Riel said, "No, I think I can 
manage this matter better than you, and I only 
undertake to do so on the condition stated." I 
replied, "I dare .sa}'- you arc quite right, and 
I accept yauir^kindiproposal.''

The Meeting With Pere Richot 
W'hcn we reached there about midnight, I 
asked n.y driver how far it was .to Antoine 
Gonslan's (who had the horses)j 'and finding 
it was under two miles, told hiHijtb yriv«;. me 
there. He did so, roused up Gohslan, told' him; 
I had been to see Riel, etc. Gohslan turned' 
out the horses, harnessed them into the wagon, 
put in the horse clothing, I got into the v.'agon, 
and we drove back to Biste's. ■ y\s they had 
only one room in the house, they made nie a 
bed on the floor. I was very comfortable, and 
in* the morning found I had slept on a" hair 
mattress I had given to my daughter in 'Hali- 
fax. -I, remained the day, December 29th, at 
Biste's, as promised. At five p.m., two sleds 
drove up to the door, with half a ton of Emma's 
trunks. Nothing had been taken. Immediately 
afterwards, Pere Richot arrived and invited 
me to spend the night at the glebe house. 1 
,thankcd him and said, "I hope Father Richot 
yon do not think me foolish enough to take 
the risk of coming here to get these trifles. My 
object is to see you, and as you cannot speak 
English nor I French, well enough for so seri- 
ous a purpose. I propose wc should go to the 
nunnery,,and get one of the )'oung ladies I saw 
last night to interpret for us, and discuss this 
important question fully." , 
•■^Sister Macdougall acted as our interpreter. 
I told Father Richot that it was impossible for 
them to hold the country against Canada, and 
that ,if they avoided shedding any blood they 
would, obtain everything by negotiation they 
couldideelrcji^rand -^^^^^ 
that res|ijlt.

Could Not Conquer the Half-Breeds 

Pere Richot replied that Canada could not 
conquer the half-breeds, as the country was so 
vast, they could .sustain themselves by hunting 
arid as a last resort they could join the United 
States and become a state in the Union, I re- 
plied that the United States would not give 
them the slightest aid, as it would involve 
them in a war with England, which, as mat- 
ters stood, meant the independence of the 
southern states which the north had made 
such enormous sacrifices to prevent. He seem- 
ed much impressed, but said that there was 
one man who must die, learning him, and say- 
ing that man had offered a half-breed one hun- 
dred dollars to shoot him; "that when he drew 
a bead upon him througl'i a pane of glass, God 
paralyzed his arms and the rifle , fell down.": I 



said, "if that could be proved, the ni'an would 
surely be punished,, but that the shedding of 
one drop of blod by the insurgents would ruin 
all, and would be murder." After two hours' 
discussion, we went to 'Pere Richot's, where, 
at 10.30, Riel and Mr. LcMay, of i Pembina, 
came and spent the night.

• Paul at 8 a.m., reached Prairie du Chien at 
dark^ whefe we took a sleeping car and arrived 
at Milwaukee at 7 a.m., reached Chicago at i r 
a.m... Captain Cameron went on at 4 p.m., and 
Emma and I foUoAved at 8 p.m., in the palace 
sleeping car. We met him at Detroit Junction 
at 8 a.m. the i8th. We breakfasted at Sarnia 
and reached Toronto at 7 p.m., where we took 
a sleeping car and reached Prescott Junction 
at 7.30, and Otta-^va at ^^ii .a.ni. Captain and 
Mrs. Cameron remained at . Ottawa. I left for 
Halifax at 8 a.m., on tlie 25th, reached New 
York at 9-p.m., and sailed in the "City of Bos- 
ton" at 3 p.m. I reached Halifax at 4 p.m. on

The "City of Boston'' took on board a dozen 
of the leading merchants of Halifax, and sailed 
for Liverpool.

Tlio Canadian government, a few years 
ago, thought tliey \vould like to have 
more of tlicse indnr.l riou;;, skillful peo- 
ple in C'anad.-i. l''()i' this purpose they 
opened a govcrmneiit office in tho city 
of Antweri). But the Knglish authori- 
ties (decided thiit any businesB the 
government of Canada had to do in 
Belgium must be done through' the 
British Consul.

has been changed from "Canadian 
Government office," to "Canadian In- 
formation Office." As the office- had 
no business to do with the Belgian 
governmen|t, and the officials wore sent 
there to tell the peo|)le what Canada 
was like, the new name is correct.

Our own legislative assembly met on 
Thursdiay. Tills .^ ear Governor Pater- 
son opened the Hpuse. There was a 
fine guard of honor, and many of' the 
ladles .who attended the opening were 
very beautlfuly dressed, -.This, too, is 
an important time In the history of our 
own province. - If,<a^ :'id<h'opM, the new 
railroad to be begun- this ".spring, the 
completion of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
and the extensions of tho E. & X. and 
the C.P.R. bring In groat numbers of 
settlers, and cause new industries (o 
be established, you boys and girls will 
see more changes in the next few 
years than your fathers and mothers 
have in their lifetime. It looks very 
much as If British Columbia boys 
would have to work ver.v hard to keep 
their places at the hea<l of. this larger 
cities and the greater provinces. ' 

There liave always been many people 
in Canada opposed to the Senate. Tliis 
body is appointed by the government. 
Kach member can hold his office fur 
life. The senate ma.v refu.se to pass 
any but money bils. Tho greater num- 
ber of senators are old gentlemen, and 
some of tfierij,' aire .wise and know, a 
great deal abbot the'' needs of Canada. 
A few days ago, Mr. Lancaster, oAe of 
the members of parliament, nioved that 
the senate bo done away with. ' Rut 
Sir "Wilfred Laurier.^the premier, said 
tliut till.'-. House prevented laws from 
being iiassed too quickly. This was 
the opinion of a groat majority of 
memliers on botli sides of tlic llmise. 
Then Mr. -I. D. T.-iylor, tlu^ meinlier for 
New Westminster, said that it was not 
fair that British Columbia should only 
have three senators, as It had when it 
first became ,a part of Canada. The 
premier promised that the matter 
should he- attended to soon. 

The British elections liare l)een go- 
ing on all tho weeic, and are not yi>t 
over. But It Is certain that the Liberals 
wil have a majority in tlio new Mouse, 
thoiigli a much smaller one than In the 
last. Among those elected was Joseph 
Jiartln. who was a few years ago lead- 
er of the government of British Col- 
umbia. 

There was a' great fight In part of 
London, where John Burns, the Labor 
lender, was a candidate; -Since ho be- 
came a member many .years ago, when 
It was strange to see a working man In 
parliament, Mr. Burns has changed his 
mind about some things. He Is not 
afraid to toll ills old friends the truth 
about their faults and mistakes, this 
has made some of them very angry 
and ho had to work very hard to win 
bis election. 

Mr. CrooUes. who was out liere last 
summer, was not ."^o fortunate. lie wa.i 
a kind and sensible friep.d i/ne jioor 
men of tlie iiart of London wliere ho 
lived. 

.A.ni'ing tli(^ noted men ol' whom you 
have heard wlio were elected, w.-is Loi'd 
Charles Beresford, tlio great naval offi- 
cer. Hamar Greenwood, a .N-oung Can- 
adian, will not be a niemher of the next 
House. You should learn all you can 
about what takes place In England this 
winter, for great changes are going on 
as Important; as many of which you 
read In yburrhlstorles;' 

The most Important event that has 
taken place In Canada since Confeder- 
ation was the Introduction into the 
House, of Commons on , the twelfth of 
.thlSiftiohthTbf 'a blll to establish a Can- 
'adlan 'iiavy.'.'''If .: that -bill' becomes law, 
Canilda . will show' that the time has 
come when she no longer depends for 
her defence on the ships of tho mother 
country, and that in time of danger 
she is ready to the utmost of her pow- 
er to belli England. .Someof you havo 
known boys who have work as ap- 
prentices in their fathers' workslioiis or 
as clerics in their stores. You know 
how .such a boy would feel on the day 
Ills father said: "1 want you to bo my 
liartncr. Yoii are young and stroTig, 
and -I SCO you are faithful and know 
how to work. I will gl^'e .you a share 
In my business. We shall work togeth- 
er, and if wo are successful, your share

This is not altogether what has hap- 
pened In Canada, tor the o.fter.of. help 
came first from this dquritry^V-'BUt -the 
end will be uiuen the sanj6.?- The pre- 
mier's plan. Is that Canadst shaU buiid 
eleven battleships, not- large ones, but 
good of their kind. This beginning of 
a navy will cost Jl'i, 000,000, that is, 
nearly a dollar and .-l half for each per- 
son In Canada. The sliijis are to be 
maimed by Canadians who will offer 
for the service. There is to be a nav- 
al school, where sailors will bo tralniul 
as young men now arc at Kingston for 
the militia. Tlie commander-in-chief 
is to he the King or the Governor-Gen- 
eral in his ])lace. But the real control 
Is to bo liy tlie minister of marine, 
who, as you kiuiu', is a niemlior of tho 
cabinet elected by tho peojile of Cana- 
da. The navy may bo sent to the help 
of Great Britain by the government at 
any time, but parliament must lie sum- 
moned at once. If .It 'Is'not In. session. 
It will be seen tliaf In every way this 
will bo a Canadian navy. 

Hon. Mr. Borden, loader of the Con- 
servatives, is even more eager than 
the Premier tliat Ca;-.ada shall liel]i to 
defend the Km\iU-/, but ho tliliiks it 
would lie wiser t'.( send tho money to 
England to be spent as the Adniiralt\- 
see fit. But this io a very long para- 
graiih and qidte enough for us all to 
think about this week. Tho great de- 
bate will come on the second reading of 
the bill. 

The civic elections are over, and the 
new mayor and council have got to 
■(vork. There is no change in the schotil 
board. .-\ny of the boys and girls who 
worked for the school by-law will havo 
their reward. Tlie Ijy-law passed, and 
it will not be long before tho plans 
for a fine new High School will be- out. 
By ntixt August theischools now' under 
way will Ido finished.' Mr. Morley' Is 
mayor, and Mr. A. Gl Sarglson, Mr. 'A. 
Bannerman and- Mri Walter Langley 
arc new aldermen. ', Every one believes 
these new men understand how the 
city's business should be conducted, 
and will bo honest and hard-working. 

Now the council have a groat deal to 
do. There arc good roads to bo made, 
and water to lirliig in, order to be kept, 
and ever so many more things to be 
done about which neither you nor the 
editor kriow.s anything.

Buller's position was in some ways a sim- 
ple one. Behind him he had Maritzberg, an 
important, but indefensible open town, which, 
however, lay in an entirely loyal district, and 
which the most venturesome Boer raid had 
never yet dared to approach. In front of him 
was Ladysmitli. where Sir George/ White ;yvas, 
making a gcod defence that starvation : alone 
seemed likely to break down. No one, how- 
ever, knew better than Buller that the starving 
out of Ladysniith was by no means an impos- 
sibility, and, even were this not an immediate 
danger. Sir Rcdvers appreciated to the full the 
enormous importance of restoring British 
prestige in South Africa by the instant relief 
of the beleaguered town. Between his po.sition 
at Estcourt and Ladysmith there were, inter- 
posed a complex of hilly ranges, and in front of 
this a river. As has been said, the country 
south of the Tugela had been cleared before 
his arrival. But reconnaisances had shown him 
that the Boers were determined to make a 
vigorous defence of the hilly district imme- 
diately north of the Tugcla. Reports brought 
in by Dundonald's column had proved beyond 
question that guns were being mounted on the 
kopjes that dominated the Tugela, just where 
the railway bridge crossed it. The village of 
Colenso — a few scattered, houses on the. right 
bank of the river— was evidently the centre of 
the Boer defences. 

The Battleground of Colenso. 

The character of the battlefield of Colenso 
is a striking one. The kopjes hem in the dis- 
tance, and on either side their spurs come for- 
ward into the plain just as the back-cloth and 
thewings shut in the scene on a modern stage. 
Across the lower end of the stage — the sloping 
plain thus enclosed — the sparkling waters of 
the Tugela flash like a line of footlights. But 
it must at once be said that not only do these 
footlights take a strange course as they pass 
from one side to the other of the proscenium 
of Colenso, but — and this is the most signifi- 
cant fact of the geography of the place — as a 
matter of fact they never touch the proscen- 
itirn on the spectator's right at all. The Tu- 
gela, instead of continuing its course to the 
east, takes a sudden and invisible tiu'n, nortli- 
wards, and seeks a tumultuous and rock-bound 
exit from the stage at the top right-hand cor- 
ner. The result is tliat, in spite of appearances, 
the right-hand pillar of the prosenium. is really 
on the same side of the river as the spectators, 
a,, fa.ct .of ■\yhic.^ it.seems probable that many 
of the officials of the Intelligence Department 
and certain that the majority of the British 
officers were not aware.

Without waiting for his escort, Long drove on 
ahead, and did not stop to un limber and open 
fire until he was within easy rifle range of the 
Boer position.

It 
has often'' been pointed out that the habit of 
umpires at a sham fight at home to credit com- 
manders of gun sections with good marks for 
being first in the field with their fire from the 
position indicated, has led in peace time to an 
almost habitual neglect of those precautions 
which, as Colenso was to prove, are of the 
utmost importance in time of war. Against 
t.hje. it^r.rif ic fire now concentrated upon the 
guns/ sheer courage did all it could, and the 
rate of fire could hardly have Ijcen exceeded 
at Aldcrshot, but it was obvious that the bat- 
teries could do little against well-entrenched 
riflemen, and failure of ammunition ultimately 
completed their uselessness. The guns were 
therefore left in the open on the flat.bank of 
the river, while those of their teaiiis wlib wer'e 
unwounded sought refuge in, an. adjacent don- 
ga. This'^fifst 'recklesshess w followed by a 
blunder.' equally, mischievous. Two brigades 
of infarftry coUld-riow have been moved up in 
support of the guns. But, obvious as the need 
of the gunners was, no one assumed the re- 
sponsibility of pushing forward a skirmishing- 
line in order to attract the fire of the Boers, 
and thereby allow the guns to be withdrawn to" 
a place of comparative safety. As happened at 
Stormberg, the attention of the Commander- 
in-Chief was too long occupied by events on 
the left of the line, and the plight of the bat- 
teries was not properly understood. Here on 
the west also the lie of the ground seems to 
have been misunderstood, for the river Tugcla, 
instead of flowing evenly in a due, easterly 
course, breaks back in a wide loop a mile and a 
half in vdepth; an three-quarters of a mile in 
width ait' its base, before resuming its general 
direction. The brigade which was sent for- 
ward by Buller on the left, in order to effect a 
crossing of the Tugela, found itself still ad- 
vancing more than half a mile beyond the 
point at which they had been told to expect 
the drift, without as> yet discovering any ,trace 
of it. 

Failure on the Left Flank 
Like Wauchope at Magersfontein, General 
Haft clung to a clod^ formation far too long. 
The curve of the nveit^was on the northern 
side, was closely entrenched and held by com- 
mandos of proved capacity. These men de- 
clined to allow their fire to be drawn until the 
leading companies of Llart's brigade were 
within six or seven htmdred }'ards. Then the 
Boer trenches, of which the very existence had 
hardly been suspected hitherto, opened a nuir- 
derqifs land close-range; fire upon.- . the; ipassed 



battalions. But there was no confusion. The 
brigade opened out into extended order, and 
continued the advance; but it was an advance 
towards an unknown goal. The ground had 
been insufficiently reconnoitred, the native 
who served as guide took the first opportunity 
to run away, and the position of the only drift 
by which tlie Tugela could be at this spot 
crossed was for every one-a matter of entire 
uncertainty. Whatever the gallantr)' of the 
men, and of that there was never a question, 
it was impossible for troops in the open to do 
anything against an enemy l3''ing in perfect 
safety behind the" first-class entrenchments 
which the Boers, as if by nature, knew how to 
throw up. At last the uselessness of further 
sacrifice was recognized, and General Buller 
ordered a. retirement on,the lefti ; r 

The position ii6w'#as/ that the "attack 'on 
the enemy's right had failed completely; that" 
two batteries of guns had had to be abandoned 
on the open veldt within sight of both com- 
batants ; and, though any movement on the 
part of the Boers to t^ke them would have 
beeii vanhihilated, in five- minutes; • they con- 
stitiited a" point of anxiety, the seriousness of 
which was to be disidovered later on. The at- 
tack on the British'^right against Hlangwane 
had been hardly more suf'fssful. The troops 
sent to cross the apparent course of the Tu- 
gcla below Hlangwane Hill, and storm its 
flanks, had found their task easier than they 
ejcpected. But Buller had never intended this 
operation to be mor?, than a mercifeint. He 
therefore detailed for the' work an inadequate 
number of troops, whose gallantry was unable 
to make up for their paucity. They were not 
reinforced, and the assault died away. About 
nine o'clock in the morning there was a slack- 
ening of fire from one end of the line -to the 
other. 

The Crowning Disaster 

Buller had now time to reconsider his pol- 
ic}'. By sending Hildyard's brigade to occupy 
the twenty or thirty liouses of Colenso village 
on the right bank he hoped at least to cover 
the withdrawal of Long's guns, and orders to ' 
this effect were giyen. The occupation of the 
village was carried out most creditably, and, 
as an immediate result, the Boers were actual- 
I}' driven from some of their trenches on the 
lower slopes of Fort Wylic, but it was soon 
clear that the rescue of the guns remained as 
difficult a problem as before. It Avas at this 
point that the one incident of the battle of 
Colenso thiat has impressed itself most deeply 
upon the English nation took place, Buller at 
this time regarded the recapture of the guns as 
a matter of urgent necessity, and worth the 
certain and heavy sacrifice involved. But the 
necessity of any sacrifice at all is denied by 
many. The General seems to have forgotten 
that the Boers were as unable to come out into 
the open and take the guns, as we were on our 
side to come out into the open and withdraw 
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No concrete form can better express the 
wise saw that East is East and West is West 
than the cult of the elephant. From almost 
immemorial antiquity, when the elephant 
emerges as a war-god, to now, when King 
Edward "sits upon the back of the elephantj^* 
its might and majesty have symbolized poweir 
and rule in India. By nature placid and in- 
dolent, easily caught and easily tamed, quick 
to learn, slow to think and slower to rebel, it 
appeals irresistibly, with its ponderous bulk 
and majesty of carriage, to potentates relying 
on the parade of might and power. Nor was it 
wanting in manifestations of overwhelming 
force when arrayed in war against timid and 
unpatriotic peoples. No wonder this irresist- 
ible force in war, joined' to "ready obedience tb 
command, which, with White as well as" black 
men, is still today mistaken for initiative, 
raised my lord the elephant to a sort of sacro- 
sanct position, which reaches its cliinax in the 
adoration shown to white ele])hants in the 
Courts of ,Siam, Assam, and Pegu. "The souls 
of all men," they say, "pass after a million 
transmigrations through the body of an '.ele- 
phant," and are thence received, direct into 
the Deity. Therefore must the elephant be 
.worshipped. Further, almost all things white 
are sacred in Jiulia, so rare arc they in that 
country of luxuriant colors. So whiteness in 
an elephant is an added cause of honor, and 
hence, by easy transition, the excessive rarity 
of the color proves tliat those who have it 
must contain the souls of emperors, and must 
be served in. regal state and take high ^prece- 
dence at court. They are usually miserable 
specimens, but the-:cost of their keep was so 
excessive that in bygone days ilic task nf 
guarding them was sometimes laid on an ob- 
jectionable iioljle as a means of ruining him. 
The custom has enriched our language with an 
(expressive meta]:)hor. 

Only once did the Romans meet elephants 
seriotisly in battle— at;Zama Jn; B.C. 205, when 
Sahnibal was defeated.' Tt is usually taken 
for granted that these elephants were of the 
African race, and the failure to domesticate 
the race today is looked upon as a mark of ne- 
gro degeneracy. But many things combine 
to make it probable that they were Indian im- 
ports. African elephants do not exist north of 
the Soudan today, and probably were no near- 
er at that epoch, or they would- have figured 
in the daily life of Egypt.

Whether the. Chinese themselves under- 
took s.till longer and more hazardous voyages 
at this period is a matter of conjecture, but the 
earliest authentic writers assure us that they 
preferred above all others the tiisks of Afri- 
can elephants for their work. And so it is to- 
day ; elephant ivory increases in value per 
poun'd the bigger the tusk, and African ele- 
phants are far superior in this respect. The 
reason is probably to be found in climatic dif- 
fefellces. As every sportsman knows, "a dry 
summer among the red deer means big heads 
and lean haunches." So the steaming jungles 
of India make for weight, and the more 
scorched and arid yVfrica provides a big-eared, 
big-boned, big-tusked beast. In Africa even 
the females grow tusks. 

The tusk is much used as a digging imple- 
ment, and with its aid the eiepha.ntsi, alpne or 
together, will uproot mimoia- trees i2 inches 
in diameter; strangely enough, the elephant 
race is as "right-handed" in this matter as arc 
men. The right tusk, called l.>y the natives 
"el-hadam" — the servant — often loses as much 
as 20 per cent of its weight by attrition. The 
fear which a tuskless eleiihant shows oi one 
well provided with tusks is. proof too that they 
are weapons of offencie, if pth.er, ey.idenc^ were- 
needed than" the well khowff-tales iof ^their use 
when opposed ;,tp. the tiger. Within the last 
three centuries, if we niay believe contempor- 
ary writers, a remarkable change seems to. 
have taken place in the elephants of Ceylon. 
P'ormcrly the}' were renowned as the finest 
beasts and tuskers, and the red colored were 
particularly ferocious in fight ("Red-haired 
for pluck," we say .still today.) ■ Now, they are 
smaller than on the continent, and, more re- 
markable still, the males are almost invariably 
"muchnas," witli incisors some 12 inches long 
instead of tusks. They are as serviceable as 
the others, and are captured in the same way. 
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The demand for ivory is fast overtaking 
the supply, hitherto artificially inflated by the 
immense stocks which existed in Northern 
Asia (and will exist for some time). These 
arc derived from the extinct mammoth and in 
Africa from t]je co'Uected tusks left scattered 
by natives, to whoni* they were as valueless as 
bones. The stock will soon be depleted, and 
the ever-decreasing herds of elephants must 
sliortly render live ivcry extremely expensive. 
There is Httle difference in Africa and India in 
the methods of obtaining elephants for this 
purpose, although the Indian usually prefers 
the pitfall method. A pit, or several pits, arc 
• dug in the paths frequented by the elephants, 
usually hear a watering place, and are lightly 
covered wdth boughs or foliage. The animals 
are rarely very suspicious of such traps, and' 
one of them is soon caught; his cries alarm 
the rest, many of whom fall into the snare, or 
the trapper may himself startle the animals 
with the same result. It is a method often 
used by rat-catchers. The other method, 
which is most in favor with the warlike Afri- 
can tribes, is to hamstring the beast. This de- 
mands courage, skill, and strength, rwhethcn. it 
be performed on foot by a single" mati, who, 
stealing up to the sleeping beast, severs the 
hamstring with an axe or sword, or — more ex- 
citing still — by a number of persons on horse- 
back. In this case the majority of the hunters 
seek to direct, the attention of the elephant, 
mitil one; or two, waiting their opportunity, 
leap from 'their-;^ horses to deal the disabling 

blow. , 'I „■ . J , ^ 

When the eiephaiit is required alive the 
procedure is very different. Usually the "kcd- 
dah" is used — a strong enclosure into which 
the whole herd is driven after a great round- 
up, which perhaps requires thousands of per- 
sons. The cajiturcd animals are then tethered 
to trees by a dangerous process in which two 
tame female elephants play an important part. 
They distract the captive's attention, and, 
urged by their mahouts, push or pull him in 
the desired direction until one of the "tiers"-- 
a class with whom the work is hereditary — 
can slip off and make the animal fast. This 
work is most dangerous, but the men are as- 
sisted by the tame elephants and by tlie 
strange fact that a wild elephant never tries to 
tear the mahout from another's back. After a 
period of semi-starvation and ' deprivation of 
water, the prisoners aire taken between two old 
elephants to bathe, and so easy is. the process 
of domestication, that instances are known of 
wild elephants being at work within two 
months captiire. ■' 



them. In fact, the Boers were actually in a 
far less advantageous position for doing any- 
thing of the kind than we were. All that was 
necessary to reobtaiii possession of the guns 
at nigh'cfall was a policy of masterly inaction 
until dusk. The Boers, even under cover of 
nighti would never have dared to cross the 
river and carry off the guns had a single bat- 
talion been left to cover their retirement. For 
this purpose a donga offered convenient shelter 
400 yards in their rear, and was for some time 
■actually tenanted by sufficient troops for the 
purpose. Unfortunately, Buller either did not 
realize this possibility or dismissed it. He 
thought that it was necessary to retake the 
guns at once,,and at whatever cost. With that 
object, he toldihis aide-de-camp, Schofield, to 
Uead;^yhat ;mt^ seemed to everyone a 

'^forlorn ■•Hope.-'" the first of those who 

answered Schofield's call for volunteers was 
Lieutenant Roberts, the only son and heir of 
the great field-marshal, and a young officer 
who had alrea^lyi wpn golden opinions from 
everyone. All the 'world knows the splendid 
story^of gallantry and ill-success which follow- 
ed. "I'here are some'failures that are more 
splendid than the most glorious triumphs, and 
this was one of them. If anything can have 
brought some faint comfort to the heart of his 
father it must have been the Victoria Cross 
which had been earned so well on that terrible 
morning, and.which in due time was given into 
Lord Roberts's keeping, not by the red tape of 
officialdom, but by the trembling' hands of 
Queen Victoria herself. For one of the first 
to fall in this magnificent but fruitless charge 
was Lieutenant Roberts, and he died a day 
later, while the grim and silent retirement of 
the British force upon Chievely was being car- 
ried out. 

Victory Surrendered 

Soon after this disaster General Buller de- 
termined to leave the day's victory with the 
Boers. It is not the intention of this paper to 
arouse old controversies, but in the outline of 
a great and, what at the time seemed to be, al- 
most ^ decisive battle, it must be recorded that 
as noon approached even General BiiHer's resi- 
olution failed. That he was unwise to attempt 
a frontal attack at the outset is conceded even 
by his warmest admirers; that, having failed 
right, left, and centre, he should have decided 
to reconsider his position before pushing for- 
ward again, is a move of prudence with which 
no one can quarrel. But that, without secur^ 
ing by an obyj^pus^^precautipn.;;tH^ 
those fateful gu'risi he'^ should have" witli'dfaHvii 
from the field of battle, and left in the hands 
of the Boers what was not only a priceless 
trophy, but a source of considerable additional 
strength to the enemy, must remain one of the 
human enigmas of military operations. 

The Black Week. 

In an hour's time the whole of the British 
force was in full retreat. No one, except a few 
details, and those merely by accident, was left 
on the field of battle. The Boers crossed the 
river in full daylight a few hotirs later, and 
took off the abandoned guns in triumph. 
Buller retreated to Chieveley. 

The news of the battle of Colenso was re- 
ceived in England with a thrill of horror. 
This, indeed, was the last straw. The worst 
defeat of all had been reserved for the last, and 
it had remained for the field of Colenso to 
bring to the ground the greatest military repu- 
tation in South Africa. Within the space of 
five days the whole of the advance into tli^ 
enemy's country, right, left, and centre, had 
been brought to a standstill. Upwards of 3,000 
men had been lost, and ten guns had fallen into 
the hands of the enemy, whose casualties were 
comparatively insignificant. Everywhere it 
was apparent that the modern conditions of 
warfare had been understood better by our 
peasant foes than by the highly-trained, men,o.ri 
whom we had placed our greatest f aith. - iA.t 
: any-mpment the adoption Of a counter advance 
oh the' part of the Boeifs' might plunge us still 
further into disaster; moreover, at any mo- 
ment the still wavering prudence of the Bond 
might be exhausted, and there were few who 
did not realize that should this happen, all 
South Africa, from the suburbs of Cape Town 
and of Durban to the Zambesi might have to 
be reconquered by force of arms. Thousands 
of families ill England mourned -.i the loss of a 
soil' or a brother, and,' of those v/Ho had as yet 
been spared, no one knew who would be touch- 
ed ne.xl. The very honor of the country seem- 
ed tarnished, and a wave of consternation that, 
in some quarters, was not far removed from 
despair, ]Ki.ssed over the country. Just at this 
moment tht worst news of all was heard, news 
so bad that it was months before it was credit- 
ed. Yet it was true.^ As the immediate result 
of his mismanagement and loss of Colenso, Sir 
Redvers Buller actually sent,a message into 
Ladysmith recommending Sir George White 
to destroy the ammunition and papers, and, at 
his discretion, to surrender the town to the 
Boers. It is kinder not to speak of this ter- 
rible thing. It is pieasanter to remember that 
Sir George White point-blank and with indig- 
nation refused to do anything of the sort ; that 
Mr. Balfour rose at once to the height of -the 
occasion; that, in his determination to carry 
through the war to a successful conclusion, he 
had behind him the whole mass of the people 
of Great Britain: and that, in our darkest hour, 
we were still to find to our hand and at our 
need a great soldier — one who, though he had 
long, earned his rvSst, was once again to render 
;Splendidi;Seryice to his country, and crown a 
careier Of 'honor with the proud knowledge that 
when at, last called upon as the one and only 
saviour of his country, he had not failed. For, 
seven days after the news of this final disaster, 
Lord Roberts, sailed for South Africa. >J
